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THE KAISER STILL ALIVE 


BUT SINKING RAPIDLY 
THE GRAVE, 

A DAY OF MOURNFUL WATCHING IN THE 
STREETS OF BERLIN—MARCH A FATE- 
FUL MONTH FOR THE EMPEROR— 
HEREDITARY DISEASE IN THE HO- 
HENZOLLERN FAMILY. 
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LONDON, March 8.—The blow which has 
been expected month by month for a dozen 
years back, now in its sudden falling, finds Eu- 
rope singularly unprepared. Emperor William 
is dying at last, and of all the statesmen, politi- 
cians, and financial magnates who have been 
arranging fora decade what to do when the 
6ventcame noone appears to know how the 
thing is to be met. Death has caught the money 
markets all unawares and finds the diplomatic 
chessboard in unparalleled confusion. One re- 
alizes now for the first time what a prodigious 
world-figure this great old mar has been and 
what awfui issues have hung for years upon his 
life. 

Berlin cannot remember another such day as 
this has been. There was no possibility of 
sleeping last night. Despite the attempt to 
give the bulletins a reassuring tone, everybody 
felt in nis bones that the long-deferred end was 
atlast athand. There was not much tendency, 
strangs enough, to crowd the Platz am Apern- 
haus and space by the statue of Frederick the 
Great, in front of the Neue Schloss, and the 
police had an easy task to keep the square open 
and silent, but there was unwonted animation 
elsewhere, and the streets were alive long after 
midnight. All night long the whole lower story 
and most of the other windows in the palace 
were illuminated and carriages were rolling 
into the courtyard with uniformed Princes, dig- 
hitarics of the State and of the army, all 


“thronging to pay their respects, consult, and 


hear the news. One got an inspiring sense of 
the extent to which the old man was truly the 
head of the nation, chief of the army,

Bismarck and Moltke were the most notable of 
those in attendance, with Waldersee, Botticher, 
Stolberg, and a whole host of Generals and 
members of the Bundesrath. 

The morning, which broke cold, wet, and 
Wintry, brought the gravest anxiety to the 
town, as the tirst pews spread around that life 
was still flickering in the brave, sunken old 
heart, and that wasall. Dr. von Lauer’s bulle- 
tin at 10:30 A. M. was couched in despondent 
terms, and the tidings that Court Chaplain 
Koigel had been summoned to the palace were 
accepted as a definite sign that the end was 
near. The Prince and Princess William were on 
hand at § o'clock, closely followed by the Grand 
Duke and Duchess of Baden and their daughter, 
the Crown Princess of Sweden, who had arrived 
from Carlsrube. At 6 o’clock word came out to 
the gathering throng outside that the Kaiser 
had recoznized and blessed them all, but that he 
was in great pain when not unconscious, and 
was wanderingin his mind. Bismarck did not 
come over from Wilhelm Strasse until noon, 
when he saw the Kaiser,who had been insensible 
most of the time, and was then closeted fora 
long talk with William. 

The throng had been considerable from early 
morning. Now it stretched in a solemn, silent 
nasa from the further bridge up the Unter den 
Linden to Friedrich’s Strasse. Grief andanxiety 
were everywhere manifest. As details from 
within the palace began to filter through the 
crowd it was everywhere understood to be hope- 
less that the Kaiser should outlast the afternoon. 
He had slept from 4in the morning till 8, when 
an attack of colicinspired such an alarm that 
William and the Badens were summoned, and 
von Lauer, who had been resting during the 
night, was calledin all haste. The Kaiser ral- 
lied, however, and recognized his daughter, the 
Grand Duchess of Baden, but failed to know her 
daughter, the Princess of Sweden. The scene 
Was, as may be imagined, of a most painful 
The Grand Duchess found her father 
cruelly changed since she last saw him.

Throughout the day the family has been 
united atthe palace.

These details are sent me from Berlinin a dis- 
patch filed at 11:45 to-night. Wo got the report 
here in London at 6 o’clock that the Kaiser 
had died at 4. Apparently on the strength of 
this, Sir Francis Knollys sent out a note in his 
own writing announcing that on account of the 
death of the German Emperor to-morrow’s 
drawing room of the Queen and Saturday’s cel- 
ebration of the Prince of Wales’s silver wedding 
would be postponed. All the evening papers, 
except the Slandard, printed the news of the 
Kaiser’s death in their last editions. Some 
hours later, howevor, it developed that the 
Kaiser was still alive, but likely to die before 
daybreak. Tnis is the idea of the situation re 
fiected from Berlin at 11:45 o’clock to-night. 

The Crown Princeis going tostart from San 
Remo Saturday morning. As now arranged 
there seems no doubt that he will be Emperor 
by that time, but the Regency is vested, as pro- 
claimed, in the person of his son William, dating 
back to‘November. Whether he will live to be 
crowned is the question of the hour, but of 
course that does not affect the position of his 
wife. 

It 18 recalled in Berlin that March has been an 
eventful month in the life of the aged 
Hohenzollern now dying in the Neue Schioss. 
His mother, the sainted Queen Louise, was born 

* March 10,1776. William himself was born March 
" 92, 23 years later. It was in March of 1840, 
‘when his-father, Frederick Wilham IIL, felt 





himself near death, that a famous scene occurred 
in the room ofthe Alte Schloss, The declining 
King called his two sons, Frederick William and 
William, and made them in his presence join 
hands with their cousin, Nicholas, Czar of the 
Russias, and swear a permanent friendship be- 
tween the two-dynasties. The three men were 
then 45,43, and 44 years old, respectively, and 
the compact’ has lasted till the present day, 
though both Nicholas and Alexander have long 
since gone to join theirfathers. Both died in 
March. 

It was 17 years ago yesterday that the victo- 
rious William broke up his headquarters at Ver- 
sailles and turned his face homeward toward 
Berlin, which he had left as a King and to which 
he was returning as Kaiser. And now the last 
actof the lengthened and wonderful drama of 
his life is ending in March, and all Europe re- 
gzards ita dubious question if the life of his son 
and heir can outlast the month. 

To-day’s events raise to fever heat Conti- 
nental interest in the query how long the Crown 
Prince will live. Here in Englana this anxiety 
is swallowed up temporarily in rejoicing that 
the English Princess, who is best beloved of her 
whole race, and who made sucha splendid and 
resolute fight against the whole Berlin Court 
ring to keep her husband alive, has triumphed. 
She will be Empress of Germany now, at least 
for a time, and no German intrigues, not even if 
giventhe whole weight of her son’s influence, 
canrob her of her rank, her dower, and her 
share in the Crown estates. Naturally English- 
men are delighted with this, and itis hard not 
to sympathize with them.

RALLY NOTED, 


WATCHING BY THE BEDSIDE OF THE 
DYING EMPEROR. 
BERLIN, March 9.—Between 8 and 10 


o’clock last night the Emperor greatly improved. 
He repeatedly partook of soup,and drank one 
glass of champagne. He spoke to the doctors, 
and expressed a desire to get up, but was 
not allowed to rise, except partially, 
so that the ped might be rearranged. 
Prince Bismarek and Prince William paid the 
Emperor a short visit at 9 o’clock. At1 o’clock 
this morning he is sleeping soundly and his 
breathing is regular. He hastaken substantial 
food and appears to have a good appetite. 

BERLIN, March 8.—The Emperor was in 
ap exceedingly critical condition all last night. 
Drs. Leuthold and Tiemann were with 
him constantly. Early in the evening 
he had shown a slight increase of strength 
after taking nourishment. This morning 
he recognized his dGaughter, the Grand 
Duchess of Baden, who arrived with the Grand 
Duke of Baden and the Crown Prince of Sweden, 
in a special train. Prince Bismarck and Count 
von Stalberg-Wernigerode, the Court Chamber- 
lain, were also with him, and all the members of 
the royal family in Berlin visited the palace. 

The reports in to-day’s papers of an improve- 
ment in the Emperor’s condition are not con- 
firmed, and, according to semi-official authority, 
he has made no special gain in strength. This 
information seems to be borne out by the fol- 
lowing bulletin, which was issued at 10;40 
o’clock this morning: 


The Emperor had a very restless night, and 
is very weak this morning. VON LAUER. 


Before noon the Emperor was occasionally de- 
lirious and at one time imagined he was review- 
ing a battalion of the Guards. All the 
members of the imperial family except 
tho Crown Prince and the Crown Princess 
were in an adjoining room, expecting his death 
atany moment. The royal patient’s pulse was 
as high as 108. Shortly after noon Chaplain 
Koegel administered the last sacrament. Special 
services were being held in many of the 
churches, and the edifices were crowded. The 
congregations joined fervently inthe prayers for 
the Emperor’s recovery, and many were 80 over- 
come as to give vent to their feelings in sobs. 

After noon the Emperor's condition became 
worse. He did not recognize even the Empress, 
and seemed gradually sinking. Near the palace 
before 4 o’clock an immense crowd had 
gathered, and stood in perfect silence, although 
a@ oold rain was falling. A force of cavalry 
guarded the palace, but the crowd was perfectly 
well-behaved. Every one seemed to wish to be 
as near the palace as possible in order to learn 
the most recent news from the inside. Business 
of all kinds was practically suspendec, and the 
theatres were all closed to-night. 

At 5:30 o’clock the attending physicians in- 
formed the public through a bulletin that the 
somnolent condition of the Emperor was not due 
to an injection of morphine. This was not as- 
suring, and was taken to mean that the crisis 
was close at hand. 

When this last bulletin was issued the Em- 
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peror had already been ina swoon for half an 
hour, and he remained unconscious until 6 
o’clock, He then recovered consciousness.and fell 
into a quiet sleep, which lasted until about 7 
o’clook. Wine and other liquid nourishment were 
given him frequently. The official bulletin issued 
at9 o’clock this avening announces that‘the Em- 
peror is alive, and that on the whole his condi- 
tion is more tranquil. The bulletin servea the 
purpose of reassuring the people, who had been 
intensely excited bythe reports of the Emper- 
or’s death published in newspaper extras. It is 
now stated that the physicians have not aban- 
doned all hope of his recovery. 

An imperial decree, which was signed Nov 
17, was promulgated to-day. It provides for the 
representation of the Emperor by Prince Will- 
iam in the discharge of current Government 
business. The text is as follows: ‘ 

“Considering the uncertain state of my 
health, which compels me _ temporarilyto 
abstain from the transaction of affairs, and 
in view of the illness ana prolonged absence 
of my son, Frederick William, I charge your 
Royal Highness with all cases where I believe 
representation necessary in current Govern- 
ment business, specially signing orders, without 
a special order being requisite on every separate 
occasion.” 

During the afternoon sitting of the Reichstag 
Prince Bismarck received an urgent reauest to 
repair to the paiace at once, as it was believed 
the Emperor was dying. The session of the 
Reichstag will close to-morrow. 

Divine service was held in the palace at 5 
o’clock this afternoon. All the members of the 
imperial family, the Court dignitaries, and the 
members of the household were present, Hun- 
dreds of people stood bareheaded in the rain 
outside the palace and joined in tne prayers of- 
fered by Chaplain Koegel. 

The Emperor is continually growing weaker. 
The doctors have tried to inject camphor and 
administer stimulants mechanically. This 
morning the Emperor tried to sit up 
in bed. He shook hands with the Em- 
press, who was seated by his bedside, 
but was unable to speak to her. The courage 
and devotion of the Empress are admirable. Ill 
and weak herself, and broken with sorrow and 
grief, her efforts to cheer and console her hus- 
band have been unceasing.

THE NEWS IN LONDON. 
CONTRADICTORY DISPATCHES RECEIVED 
FROM BERLIN. 

Lonpon, March 9.—There are four or five 
hours lost in the receipt of dispatches from 
Berlin. It appears now that the announcement 
of the Emperor’s death was due tothe faint- 
ing spell with which he was seized in the 
afternoon. All the Berlin papers announced 
his death late in the afternoon. The 
Vienna Freie Presse asserts that in the event of 
the Emperor’s death the imperial decree grant- 
ing regency powers to Prince William ts null 
and void and that Frederick William becomes 
Emperor by right of succession. 

The Prince of Wales and Lord Salisbury were 
closeted with the Queen last night until 11:30 
o'clock, The resultof the conference is not 
known. The Queen will return to Windsor to- 
day. 

It is reported that the Queen received a tele- 
gram at1ll o'clock last night stating that the 
iemperor was stillin a state of torpor. A report 
is also current that the Foreign Office had a 
bulletin from Berlin stating that the Emperor 
Was conscious at a late hour last night. The 
Queen also received a dispatch stating that the 
Emperor had been in a swoon from 5 to 6 
o’clock, but had slept afterward. 

There was intense excitement in the lobbies 
over the Berlin reports, but the House adjourned 
at the usual hour. 

Lonpon, March 8.—The Queen arrived 
here to-day from Windsor and immediately sent 
to the German Embassy to inquire concerning 
the Emperor. ‘The Prince of Wales also sent 
messengers to the Embassy twice during the 
morning. Count von Hatzteldt, the German 
Ambassador, received a private telegram an- 
nouncing the Emperor’s coudition as practically 
uncbanged. A later dispatch at 2 P. M. stated 
that the doctors had faint hopes of his recovery. 

The British Foreign Oftice at noon received a 
telegram from Berlin respecting the Emperor’s 
condition which wars at once communicated to 
Lord Salisbury at his residence. The Queen re- 
ceived a dispatch from Berlin, dated at 3 o’clock, 
saying that the Emperor continued weak and 
his condition was unchanged. 

Lord Sailsbury, jhe Duke of Chambridge, the 
Earl of Derby, and Prince Christian were among 
those who called at the German Embassy to 
make inquiries about the Emperor during the 
day. 

In the House of Commons this afternoon the 
Right Hon. W. H. Smith, First Lord of the 
Treasury, in reply to questions concerning the 
Emperor, said: “I greatly regret that tne in- 
formation received by the Government is not 
reassuring. The Emperor appears to be in a 
critical condition.” 

The London Stock Exchange and the Conti- 
nental Bourses are flat and speculations main- 
tain an expectant attitude. The stock market, 
lewever, closed steady, notwithstanding the 
persistent reports that the Emperor was dead. 





WIDESPREAD LOCAL SYMPATHY. 
A QUICK RESPONSE TO THE STORY OF 
THE EMPEROR’S DEATH. 

The dispatches that were received yester- 
day announcing the death of the Emperor Will- 
iam aroused much interest in this city. The 
bulletin boards of the various newspaper offices 
were centres of attraction, and crowds gathered 
infront of thew. ‘he assemblages were not 
confined to the Teutonic element of the popula- 
tion, but all classes of citizens came to learn the 
news, and, in most instances, expressed sorrow 
for the loss of the old monarch, who was be- 
lieved to be already dead. It was only a com- 
parative few of the city’s population who 
learned that the reports of the Emperor’s death 
were untrue—that, although very low, he was 

still living. 

As dispatch after dispatch apparently con- 
firmed the news of the German Emperors 
death the down-town portion of tho city, 


especially in the neighborhood of the City 
Hall Park?exhibited evidences of the people’s 
sylopathy by manifestations of mourning. The 
flags over many of the newspaper buildings 
were raised at half mast, and other buildings 
were not slow to follow the example. ‘Then 
the crowds increased in size, and discussions 
as to the future of the German Empire and of 
Europe were often heard. One man was heard 
io predict that, now that young William, the 
old Kaiser’s grandson, would assume the 
reins of power, be would probably plunge the 
country into war in_ order to distinguish 
himself as a military leader, in accordance with 
the ambitions and traditions of the house of 
Hohenzollern. To this remarka Socialist re- 
plied: ‘*Oh, no; he will not be able to reach out 
with his sword as faras did his ancestors—his 
armis not longenough.” It is not generally 
known, perhaps, that young William’s right arm 
is considerably shorter than the left, and that 
when he is on horseback and wants to draw his 
sword he cannot reach the bilt with his right 
hand, but bas to seize the sheath with his left 
hand and bring the weapon over the saddle bow 
to enable him to seiZe it. 

Prominent Germaus were unanimous in their 
expressions of regret. Charles Hauselt, Com- 
iuissioner of Emigration and President of the. 
German Society, said to a TIMES reporter: 
* The death of the Emperor will cast a gloom 
over Germans the world over, for he was unl- 
versally loved and esteemed by all Germana, 
It is true that in 1848 he was greatly hated, but 
that feeling has long since changed. I visited 
my bpative country about 18 months ago, and 
could not help noticing the great change in the 
sentiments of the people.’ Young William, 
he said, would in all nrobability assume 
the Regency, and there would be no change 
whatever in the policy of the Government. 
Even were his father to recover and be able to 
rule, there would probably be no changes, as 
the greatest confidence is placed in the wise 
Statesmanship of Prince Bismarck. With 
young William it was doubly sure. He had 
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agreed to be guided by the advice of Prof. Von 
Gniest and Count Brandenstein, both of whom 
were in accord with the Bismarckian policy. 
There was no fear that the young Regent woula 
rush into war. His letter, written some time 
ago, showed that he desired ace, althourh 
if war were forced upon him he would show 
that Germany feared no one but God. There is 
no doubt, however, that the young Prince will 
be guided entirely by Bismarck and Von Moltke, 
Mr. Hauselt went to the headquarters of the Ger- 
man Society, at 13 Broadway, and consulted 
with the other officers of the society. It was 
decided to call a meeting of the organization for 
3 o’clock this afternoon. 

Gustav H. Schwab, Jr., the Treasurer of the 
German Society, said that he had sent orders to 
the Captain of the steamer Trave to lower the 
flag at half mast, and the steamer had sailed 
away with that emblem of mourning. The flags 
on the Hamburg steamers and the German 
vessels in port were also carried half mast. 

Ex-Gov. Salomon, who came to this country 
in the forties, when the then Prince William was 
anything but popular in Germany, said that 
since he pecame King, and afterward Emperor, 
he had gradually wou over the Germans to his 
side, and had been highly esteemed for his 
sturdy bonesty, straightforward character, and 
kindly disposition. He was specially remarkable 
for his great devotion to his duty, as he under- 
stood it, as King, Emperor; and ruler. He was an 
indefatigable worker, and gave as much of 
his time to public affairs as have done the hard- 
eat-working Presidents and Governers in the 
United States. No amount of personal fatigue 
seemed to be too muck for him. When he firet 
became Regent, continued Mr. Salomon, no one 
supposed that he would become Kingof Prussia. 
As long as he was Crown Prince he was purely 
@ military man; but, as soon as he undertook 
civic duties, he displayed a good deal of states- 
manship. While he was a stanch friend, yet he 
would not retain men in important offices out 
of mere feelings of friendship. A high official 
who was not equal to the exigencies of his ottice 
would always be removed. Gov. Salomon did 
not think that there would be any substantial 
change in the policy of the German Government. 
Prince William, who will probably be Regent, is 
in accord with Prince Bismarck, who had the 
old Emperor’s contidence. As far as the men of 
influence in Germany are concerned there is no 
probability of changes in Germany. 

As soon as William Steinway heard of the 
death of the Emperor he telegraphed to the 
building of the Liederkranz Society to have the 
flag displayed at half mast, as Mr. Steinway is 
President of that society. Ke did not think 
that any action would be taken by the society 
before Tuesday, when its regular meeting will 
take place, for it would be impossibie to inform 
its 1,600 members in less then three or four 
days. Then properresolutions would be adopted. 
Mr. Steinway last saw the Emperor in Berlin, 
when he reviewed the troops on Sedan day 
in 1885. He stood in his carriage for 
hours as the troops marched by, and 
was the impersonation of perfect healthin old 
age. Although nearly 90 at that time he looked 
fully 20 years younger, standing erect, with rosy 
color in his face. Mr. Steinway is also a mem- 
ber of the German Clubin this city. Many of 
its members still retain their allegiance to Ger- 
many, and they have been in the habit of cele- 
brating the Emperor's birthday every 22d of 
March. Mr. Steinway said thatfor several years 
the members remarked at each birthday, ‘** Per- 
haps this is the last birthday of the Emperor 
that we shall celebrate.” Mr. Steinway said 
that one grand quality that the Emperor pos- 
sessed, in common with the great Napoleon, 
was that he was able to select the best men for 
important offices and keep them there. 

The German Social Scientitic Society met last 
night at its rooms in the Café Logeling, 239 
East Fifty-seventh-street, and Dr. uy. H. Senner 
of the Staats-Zeitung, who presided, called the 
attention of the members to the fact that the 
German Ewperor was to all probability dying. 
He said that while there might be among them 
much difference of political opinion, 1t befitted 
all Germans to accord to such an event as the 
death or the first German Emperor, the attention 
it deserved and to showthat they felt, with 
their brethren across the ocean, that they were 
standing in view of a very important change. 
In accordance with @ resolution of Carl Seitz, 
the society sent to the other large German so- 
cieties of this city a circular inviting them to 
join in preparations fora public demonstration 
in the event of Emperor William's death. 

When the report of the Emperor’s death be- 
came generally known throughout the city Mr. 
Amberg of the Thalia Theatre, out of deference 
to his company, most of whom are faithful sub- 
jects of the Emperor and to his German patrons, 
made up his mind not to give a performance in 
the evening, but to call a meeting of the mem- 
bers of the company to take suitable action. 
When the evening came round and the report 
of the death was contradicted the order for the 
meeting was countermanded, and the perform- 
ance was given as usual.

“What do I think will bappen in Germany 
now? Weill, Prince William, the son of the 
Crown Princess, is another puppet in the hands 
of Bismarck. Do not be afraid. Bismarck has 
managed affairs 80 that they can do pothing but 
keep him in power now, but there will be war 
sooner or later. Prince Wiliiam seems to want 
war, and the Czar wants war, and Austria wants 
war, but they all must wait until the King of 
Kings says there must bo war. Do you know 
who the King of Kings is ?”’ 

Herr Most paused, giving the reporter the op- 
portunity to ask simply, * Who?” 

“The capitalists, like the Rothschilds,” said 
Herr Most, auswering his own conundrum. 
‘*When they think the time for war has come, 
they wiil lend the Czar and Emperors and Kings 
money and tell them to go ahead.” Herr Must 
thoucht that the monarchs should better go into 
partnership with American trust companies, 
borrow money of them for war, and then go 
shares on the profits or losses, 

Theodore Cuno of the Volkszeitung came to 
New-York about 15 years ago as a radical young 
German student, and gradually drifted into So- 
cialism. His siater is very well acquainted with 
the Crown Princess, having lived with her some 
time as ateacher of painting and evjoyed her 
contidence. Mr. Cuno said that there exists 
very bitter feeling between the Crown Princess 
and Prince Bismarck, who more than once 
actually insulted her. The Princess is of very 
independent character, and Bismarck wants 
all the wembers of the imperial family to be 
pliant tools in his hunds, Hence the hatred. 
Should the Crown Prince be strong enough to 
assume the Government it is very probable that 
Bismarck will be ousted from power, especially 
ag the Crown Prince was understood %o be in 
favor of the repeal of the anti-Sociulist laws, 
just the very ones that Bismarck wants to have 
upheld. Therefore Bismarck may be relied upon 
to doall he can to prevent the Crown Prince 
from ruling. 


THE LAW AS TO THE SUCCESSION. 

In the absence of official information, Au- 
gust Feigel, the German Consul-General, did 
not deem it proper to display the flag of the con- 
sulate at half mast. He was visited by many 
prominent Germans during the day, who came 
to consult with him about some appropriate 
demonstration on the part of the German popu- 


lation of this city, among them President Hau- 
selt of the German Society. While Mr. Feigel 
did not feel that it would be proper for him to 
take any active steps in such a matter, he be- 
lieved that the German societies would take 
concerted action in the matter and determine 
upon a demonstration that should be worthy of 
the great body of German-Americans, in whose 
hearts he felt sure the memory of the Emperor 
would be affectionately enshrined. 

Asked about the succession to the throne of 
the empire, he replied: “If Emperor William 
1s dead then Frederick William immediately be- 
comes Emperor Ipse jura, and without regard to 
his possible physical ailments, and the Crown 
Princess Victoria becomes Empress of Germany. 
It might happen, if the Crown Prince should be 
suffering such bodily ailment as to be physically 
incapacitated from reigning, that Prince Williawn 
would assume the Regency. Still the Crown 
Prince Frederick William would become the Em- 
peror Frederick William.” 

Turning to his library, the Consul-General pro- 
duced the Constitution of the empire of 1871, 
Article XI. of which is translated as follows: 
** The Presidency of the Confederation exists in 
the King of Prussia, who shall bear the title of 
German Emperor. 

“The Emperor ehall represent the empire in 
all national affairs; shall have the right, in the 
name of the empire, to declare war and to con- 
clude peace; to conclude treaties and other con- 
ventions with foreign powers and to appoint 
and receive Ambassadors.” 

The Constitution of Prussia of Jan. 31, 1850, 
provides as follows: 

Sic. 53. The crown, according to the 
laws of the royal house, is bereditary in the

male line according to the principles of primo- 
geniture, 

Seo. 54. The King, at the end of his. 
eighteenth year, will arrive at full age. Heshall 
take oath in the presence of the Parliament, 
sitting in joint session, to support and maintain 
the Constitution inviolate and to govern in ac- 
cordance with the Constitution and the laws. 

Sec. 55. The King may not, without the con- 
sent of the Parliament, become the ruler of any 
foreign nation. 

Sec. 56. If the King bea minor or be under 
permanent disability to reign then the agnate 
who is of age next in succession shall assume 
the Regency. He shall immediately summon 
the Parliament, which shall at once proceed to 
decide upon the necessity of the Regency. 

The provisions of the Prussian Constitution 
regarding the succession and Regency are made 
applicable to the German Empire, and the pos- 
sible Regent of Prussia becomes, in accordance 
therewith, the Regent of Germany. 

Mr. Feigel was asked whether the®action of 
the Emperor last November in conferring upon 
Prince William the authority to sign State papers 
would limit in any manner the rights of the 
Crown Prince Frederick Wliliam or of the Crown 
Princess to the succession to the titles of Em- 
peror ana ee respectively. He said that 
the rights of the Crown Prince and Crown 
Princess were fixed in the Constitution and that 
nothing which the Emperor could do would de- 
feat those rights. Upon the death of Emperor 
William the Crown Prince would become the 
Emperor and the Crown Princess the Empress. 


EFFECT UPON THE EXCHANGES. 
The announcement of the Emperor’s death 
failed to produce any marked effect on the 
Produce Exchange, or indeed on any of the Ex- 
changes, whose members had been fully pre- 
pared for the news by successive advices of the 
recent serious changea in the Emperor’s con- 


dition. The only immediate effect upon trading 
on the Produce Exchange was a disposition on 
the part of several houses having German con- 
nections to invest in futures, but this was not 
done to such an extent as to cause a change in 
quotations. 

On the Coffee Exchange the news helped to 
increase the weakness of the market, which had 
already followed the receipt of dispatches from 
Rio announcing that a financial panic was im- 
minent and that the Prime Minister of Brazil 
had tendered his resignation. The report of the 
Emperor’s death called to mind the fact that 
Hamburg is a considerable holder of long coffee, 
and the fear that it might be unloaded on this 
market sent coffee still lower. The largest de- 
ciine was from 4g to nearly 16 a cent a pound, 
but it recovered somewhat and closed a little 
higher than the lowest quotation of the day. 

On the Stock Exchange the reported death 
served as a topic for discussion all day long, but 
the stock market was not stampeded by the 
news. Indeed there was little speculative in- 
fluence attending the announcement. Its effects 
had been too long discounted. 


A HINT TO THE CROWN PRINCESS. 

The Staats Zeitung has nothing but kind words 
for the Emperor. In his death, it says, Germany 
will suffer a heavy loss. Every one, to whatever 
political faith he may belong, must admit that 
in William L a great and remarkable Prince and 
ruler will be borne tothe grave. With his un- 
tiring and wise labors he was a bright example 


to a nation that, only by untiring and wise 
action, has won for itself a foremost 


rank among the nations of the earth. 
William I. possessed the highest quali- 
fications of a ruler—fidelity to principle 


and tidelity to esteemed co-workers. The son of 
the Prussian King who was defeated by the 
grim Corsican, he was able, at the very gates of 
the capital of France, to restore the empire 
ot Germany that had been broken by Napoleon 
I., and that, too, under the leadership of Prus- 
sia. And he who once as “ Cartridge Prince” 
had had to flee from the wrath of the people, is 
dying asthe almost worshipped first German 
Emperor. No German can ever forget that 
William I. was the tirst German Emperor, and 
that his reign forms the most brilliant epoch in 
German history. 

“The danger of war will undoubtedly be in- 
creased by the death of the Emperor,” the Slaats 
Zeilung continues, * but there is no reason to 
fear a disruption of Germany's life and military 
strength as a result of the deatn of its Emperor. 
The empire that has been molded in storm 
and force, with blood and iron, becomes stronger 
with every new danger, and the remembrance 
of the hoary-headed leader in the struggle for 
the country’s creation will be as potent 
a factor as was his personal presence. The dip- 
lowatie, as wellas the military control of the 
empire, is instrong and tried hands. And even if, 
after the death of the Emperor, a foreign-born 
woman of lofty standing, whose feelings are 
still foreign, is raised toa still higher pusition, 
should try to shake the structure erected by the 
Emperor William's connsel, we belleve that all 
efforts will be futile. Besides the condition of 
her husband is such that, while he will be 
nominal Emperor of Germany and King of 
Prussia, the actual ruling power will have to be 
transferred to other hands.” 


VIEW OF THE SOCIALIST ORGAN, 

Alexander Jonas, editor of the VolXkszeitung, 
the organ of the Socialists in this city, has not 
many kind things to say about the Emperor. 
With Freiligrath, he holds that with Emperor 
William dies the last monarch in Europe. Mr. 
Jonas thinks that the saying, ‘“‘Speak nothing 
but good of the dead,” is too much of a generali- 
ty, and, though it may apply to a private indi- 
vidual, it does not necessarily tind a place in the 
demise of a monarch who has been so long before 
the public as has been the Emperor. William 
the Emperor and King, William the statesman, 
William the ruler of his people is amenable to 


the critical tribunal of his contemporaries. 
Therefore, after criticising the Emperor's early 
military life and condemning the severe meas- 
ures adopted in suppressing the revolutionists, 
Mr. Jonas remarks that when his career as a 
ruler began with the retirement of his demented 
brother, Frederick William IV., he entered into 
@ league with the reactionary party and al- 
lowed himself to become a willing tool in the 
hands of Bismarck. On several occasions Will- 
iam showed that the religion whieh he wanted 
to sustain for the people had several back doors 
for the ruler, and that the doctrine of ** by the 
grace of God” was no protection to a weaker 
power against a stronger, which also acted “ by 
the grace of Goa.” 

When King William accepted the imperial 
crown at the hands of the Priuces in}the victori- 
ous war against France be stood on the pinnacle 
of his might and received the tribute of praise 
which the fools among nations always treasure 
as thehighest The Emperor of Germany bad 
become the arbiter of Europe. With this event 
there began for Germany an era of bright out- 
side glitter and of great internal corruption in 
all branches of public life, and at the same 
time there arose a new, frightful power— 
social democracy. The Emperor of Germany 
presented to it an unadvised and senseless 
opposition, and he gave his consent tothe most 
barbarous methods which his Chancellor could 
adopt to crush it. It is unnecessary to enumer- 
ate the numervuus cases of exile, the distruction 
of thousands, and the consequent feelings of 
desperation and bitter hate that were engen- 
dered. But, for several years, he had already 
unreservedly given himself over into the hands 
of the demoniacal power that had placed the 
crown upon his head. 

And now after all these intrigues and fights 
for power what is the condition of Germany ? 
Surrounded by powerful enemies, who are only 
waiting for the last breath of the old man to 
begin war, the people, exhausted by repeated 
and fearful sacrifices to sustain the military 
power, the only son on the brink of the grave, 
and the Emperor’s unyielding foe, social dem- 
oeracy, triumphing and full of hope,

THE CROSBY HIGH-LICENSE BILL DIS- 
CUSSED IN A REPUBLICAN CAUCUS. 

ALBANY, March 8.—The tail did not wag 
the dog in the caucus of Republican Assembly- 
men when the Crosby high license and three 
other measures affecting the regulation of the 
liquor traffic came up. Of the 64 As- 
semblymen present in the caucus seven 
only bowed their heads to the whisky 
men. Eight were absert when the vote upon 
the question of whether or not the High-License 
bill should be madea party measure, among the 
eight being Mr. Gallagher, who misrepresents 
one of the most respectable wards in Buffalo 
upon this question. The vote was not reached 
till nearly 11 o’clock. Mr. Gallagher left the 
caucus at 11 o’clock, declaring to those whom 
he met outside that he would not support a 
measure which he believed the Republican 
Party was not ready yet to indorse, if it ever 
was. Mr. Reitz of Brooklyn came out imme- 


diately after the vote was taken, but voted 
against making the bill a party measure. 

The caucus was called to order by Mr. Saxton 
at 8 o’clock. Everybody was excluded except

Gen. Husted and other leading members of the 
Inajority gave the bill. heir speeches indi- 
cated a settled conviction thatthe bill should 
be indorsed by the Republican Party, and were 
very gratifying to those who had feared a luke- 
warm support. , 

The gentiemen who thought that they would 
fare better as the representatives of tbe anti- 
high license interest than of their constituents, 
talked loud and long. Mr. Morgan of New- 
York, in whose district the big Chickering Hail 
mass meeting in favor of the bill was heid, 
the other night, manipulated the tail which 
wanted to wag thedog. Mr. Morgan’s voice rose 
up loud and clear, “I am Republican from the 
sole of my feet to the crown of my head, and I 
oppose making this a party measure.” 

Mr. Gallagher told his fellow-Republicans 
thatin Buffalo the liquor dealers were aroused 
against the bill and last Fall spent $10,000 to 
deteat the Republican ticket. The result was 
that the Republicaa majority was reduced 1,000. 

When the vote upon whether or not the bill 
should be made a party measure was called 
various members explained their votes. Mr. 
Emery of Erie spoke against the bill at this time. 
The men who voted against making the bill 
were Adams of Newburg, Beatty of Utica, Emery 
of Erie, Morgan of New-York, Reitz of Brooklyn, 
Smitn of Sullivan, and Savery of Cayuga. A 
vote was also taken upon the question of 
whether or not the fees named in the bill should 
be reduced, and against this proposition 42 
members voted. 

In addition to the Crosby bill, the Kimball 
Local Option bill, tho resolution to submit 
& prohibition amendment to the vote of 
the people, and the Platt bill limiting the 
number of saloons to one in 500 of popu- 
lation, &@ measuro favored by the anti-saloon 
Republicans, were also made party measures. 
Mr. John B. Pine, who represents the Citizens’ 
High License Committee, is much pleased with 
the result of the vote on the Crosby bill, and is 
disposed to think that the bill will pass the As- 


sembly.

TWO MEN FATALLY BURNED. 

POTTSVILLE, Penn., March 8.—The great 
fron gas holderin this town collapsed Dec. 21 
last. This was the firstof aseries of accidents 
unprecedented in the history of the gas works.

THE TEMPEST AROUSED BY 
THE SENATOR'S SPEECH. 
SOLDIERS INDIGNANT, OVER THE REFER- 

ENCES TO HANCOCK AND M’CLELLAN 

—THE KANSAS SENATOR CHAFING. 

WASHINGTON, March 8.—There are excel- 
lent surface indications that Senator Ingalls of 
Kansas is chafing under the criticisms which bis 
intemperate speech on Tuesday has called out 
from every quarter, and it is reported that he 
intends to supplement that remarkable tirade 
with another epeech,in which he will try to 
smooth over and explain away some of his un- 
truthful assertions and unwarranted ac- 
cusations. It was given out this mora- 
ing that such a speech would bo made by 
Mr. Ingalls to-day, and as the source of this in- 
formation was understood to be the Senator him- 
self, a good many persons were on the lookout 
for the explanation all the afternoon. The 
speech was not made, bowever, and some Sen- 
ators are cruel enough tointimate that to make 
an explanation that will convince anybody that 
he has been misunderstood will take as many 
weeks of preparation as were devoted to wriling 
and conning the original speech. It is Senator 
Ingalls’s present misfortune that of all the 76 
members of the Senate he is the one Senator the 
most difficult to be misunderstood, especially 
when his utterances have been carefully thought 
out and studiedin advance. Mr. Ingalis would 
undoubtedly inthe light that he now has, be 
giad to have the people believe that the com- 
mon meaning of words does not apply to those 
he used when he said: ‘*The nomiuatiou aud 
election of Grover Cleveland have made the pre- 


tensions of any American citizen to the Presi- 
dency respectable. There is no man in thig 
country whose ignorance isso profound, whose 
obscurity is so impenetrable, aud whose ante- 
cedents are so degraded that he may not jast 
tiably aspire to a Presidential nomination by thé 
Democratic Party.” 

He would also probably be very giad if he 
could remove the impression shared bs~xil wha 
know the facts that this course fling atthe 
President might have been omitted if Mr. Cicve- 
land had seen fit to name for Postmaster uf 
Atchison, Kan., the man Mr. Ingalls asked him 
to appoint. The Kansas Senatur will find 1t a 
sufficiently difticult task to explain his indecent 
attack upon the President anu explainaway 
his motive, but that task will be easy compured 
to the labor he will find necessary to convince the 
loyal veterans of the Union Army thal he 
did not reflect upon the loyalty of the dead Gen. 
Hancock when he said, referring to that gallaut 
officer’s Democratic support for the Presidency: 
**Why, Mr. President, we understand why they 
voted for Hancock. We know why Hanecck was 
nominated. We know why that other aily of the 
Confederacy, George B. McClellan, was nom- 
inated, who had just declared that the war was 
a failure, after he had been trying fortwo years 
to make it so.” And when he said: * We under- 
stand very well what the voting ‘orGen. Hancock 
meant. It was just the same as vating for 
Horace Greeley. You [the Democrats] ave been

A LACK FACTORY BURNED.

LOss OF ABOUT $300,000 BY A FIRE AT 


WILLIAM’S BRIDGE. 


One of the most serious tires that has oc- 
curred in Westchester County happened last 
night at William’s Bridge when the large lace 
factory of the Associated Lacemakers of New- 
York was burned to the ground, causing a loss 
of about $300,000. Just as the day-workers were 
leaving the factory at 6:30 P. M. fire was dis- 
covered in the third story of the building by 
some of the girls working at lace makiug. The 
building and contents were totally destroyed. 
The wost serious loss is the machinery, which 
was imported from England, and consisted of 
16 lace machines. costing from $5,000 to 
$30,000 each. The stock consisted of line 
laces, on which the loss will amount 
to about $60,000. The buildiag was a four- 
story brick structure, with a frontage of 40 feet 
aud 140 feetdeep. The only thing saved was a 


tin box containing some valuable papers. 


The factory was the largest of its kind in the 
United States, and was established in Hrookiyn 


in 1882 by Duden & Co. of Brusscis. The burd 


ing became unsafe, and the cColnpany pur- 
chased the ground at Willlams Bridue, and 
in 1383 they erected the destroyed building. 
Hermau Duden of the Lrusseis faciory came 
over to take charge of the factory. About two 
years ayo the Daden Company tormed an asso- 
ation culled the Associated Lacemakers’ Com- 
pany. The tire throws 300 hands out of work, 
mostly women and girls. There were two work- 
ing forces, one On during the day and the other 
during the night. The loss on patterns, which 
are all imported, amounts to about p80,000.

APPLYING FOR LEGAL AID 





THE BURLINGION TRYING 10 
COMPEL SUPPOR1. 

AN INJUNCTION AGAINST THE WABASH 
AND THE BROTHERHOOD ASKED FOR 
—MORE ENGINEERS QUIT WORK. 

Cuicaco, March 8.—This has been the 
Chicago, Burlington and Quiney’s fighting day, 
and the move that company made promises to 
pring the question of other roads refusing to 
handie its freight promptly to an _ issue. 
In the morning Wirt Dexter and Hen- 
ry Crawford, solicitors for the com- 
pany, appeared in the United States 
Circuit Court and vetitioned Judge Gresham to 
grant an injunction restraining the Wabash 
Road from further refusing to receive freight 
from the Burlington Road or retusing to de- 
liver loaded cars to the Burlington, and also 
an injunction that P. M. Arthur and his brother- 
hood be prevented from interfering with the 
iawful administration of the Wabash Road. 
It is rumored, too, that the Burlington officials 
contemplate bringing a criminal action against 
Chief Arthur and other strike leaders on a gen- 
eral charge of conspiracy. But the civil case is 
the one up to-day. 

The petition presented to Judge Gresham set 
forth that the necessities of commerce, especial- 
ly as applied to the grain business and to com- 
merce between the States, have for 
many years requred such carriers as the 
petitioners and Receiver MecNulta of the Wabash 
to constantly and freely interchange luaded cars 
for shipment or delivery to points on one an- 
other’s railroads. The interchange of business 
in this way was always large and continuous, 
but on Mareh 8 the Burlington Road _ of- 
fered cight cars to the Wabash to be 
transferred to stations on _ the  latter’s 
road. The agents of the latter refused 


an accidental one, but was theresultof Receiver 
MecNuita’s orders. At the same time the petition- 
er ayers that the Wabash line now has a large 
number of cars loaded with freight destined for 
points on the Burlington Road. The explana- 
tion for this state of things is the threatened 
strike of the engineers if Burlington freight 
is handled. The petitioner admits the 
truth of the explanation, and that 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers 
or its otficers have secretly resolved 
that a boycott shall be putin effective force on 
the petitioner over ail its system and all inter- 
course or exchange of cars between it and all 
other connecting railways. 

It is further charged that the sole reason for 
the refusal of the Keceiver and his agents to 
perform their legal duty was the moral

The first 
thing that attracts the attention of the curious 
visitor to La Guayra on landing, or rather upon 
walking, from the wharf upon terra firma isa 
little public square situated midway between 
the two ends of the town, on the water front, 
close by the sea, with only the track of the La 
Guayra and Caracas Railway between it and 
the shore wall, against which the  break- 
ers dash themselves into spray. In 
the centre of this square, surrounded by 
almendra trees and the great, knotted, and 
gnarled matopalos—the bearded trees—the prea- 
ence of which in Barbadves prompted the Portu- 
guese discoverers of that island to call it Bar- 
bada, (the Rensded.) is a statue—one of the 
many erected in all parts of Venezuela—te 
Gen. Antonio Guzman Blanco—El Iilustre 
Americano, El Regenerador, El Reivin- 
dicador of Venezuela, as he has been 
created by different acts of the Venezuelan 
Congress. In all the principal towns of his 
country his admirers have set up statues in his 
honor. Blanco ci Blanco la, indeed, he is as 
conspicuously omnipresent as he apparently 
is omnipotent. Blanco has, no one can 
deny, done much for this South Awmeri- 
can republic, That he is a man of great 
ability and force of character is equally 
undeniable. Of course, he has eneinies; 
and apropos of all these monuments a member 
of Blanco’s own family made a “‘ mot” that, it is 
said, led to his being invited to leave Venezuela 
by the object of his ridicule. The wit suggested 
that the numereus statues of Blanco should be 
made with heads that could be screwed on or off 
so that after the next revolution new heads 
might be readily fitted to the old 
bodies, thus saving much time and ex- 
pense in supplying the demand for statues of 
the leaders of the new order of things. The 
inscription on the pedestal of the particular 
statue under notice is: ‘ Veneziela agradecide 
al Supremo Director de la Reivindicacion. Gral 
Antonio Guzman Blanco. 1880.” That is to 
say, grateful Venezuela pays her respects to the 
old-tiine President of her republic. 

In the little square under the shade of the 
trees we sat down to rest during the heat of the 
morning, and to while away part of the time 
between our landing and the hour of breakfast— 
almuerzo, 88 we had learned to call it, almost 
the first Spanish word we tried our tongues to. 
We could iook from where we sat out on the 
wharf on which we had landed, from which 
there issued a long single file of negroes, bearing 
on their heads and shoulders all kinds of pack- 
ages—the cargoes of many ships—to deposit 
them in warehouses across the street beyvnd 
the square. In moving all the merchandise, ex- 
cept the heaviest cases and bales or parts of 
machinery, no trucks were used, all being bal- 
anced upon the shoulders of bent and over- 
burdened darkies, some of whom, sore-footed or 
weak in the knees, staggered painfully from 
wharf to warehouse and back again. like a 
double line of umbrella ants, as the industrious 
and ever-struggling creatures we saw in the gar- 
dens of Caracas are called, and of which 
I shall discourse anon. It was almost in- 
credible what burdens some of the blacks 
transported with apparent case, for instance, 
two or even three sacks of coffee, or two kegs of 
beer, or a barrel of flour, or two great coils of 
rope. Some even advanced on a dog trot—it 
makes one’s back ache to watch them, 
and we wondered at their patience 
and endurance. On the sea side of 
the square was a fountain with three 
spouts an inch or more in diameter, under 
which half-naked blacks continually were dous- 
ing themselves when overheated by their work 
or when they had waded into the salt water to 
unload a lighter too heavy to be drawn upon 
the beach. Near this fountain on coming In 
from sea there landed a fishing boat, and [I 
was interested to examine the fishes its 
crew had taken during. the cool of the 
morning. JI recognized the snapper, or Pargo, 
as it is called in this part of the world, the best 
or ali fish taken on the Venezuelan coast, 
according to the graterul testimony of 
my palate. There were also Caritas—king- 
fish, as they are called in the English 
islands; the darkies of Dutch Curagva 
(where they also abound,) know them as 
Koonigsfissch. I was also introduced to the 
Mero. a toothsome. favorite, whose further ac- 
quaintance I made at the Hotel Americano in 
Caracas, and found it a fish of gastronomic merit, 
the occasion and causing cause of a delicate and 
captivating sauce, of which I would fain have 
the receipt to the end of trying the same in con- 
nection with our own sheepshead. 

It was a busy scene all along the strand, and 
we were much entertained by observation of it; 
but finally the men knocked off work, and we 
were reminded that it was time to seek the 
Hotel Neptuno, there to repair the waste of tis- 
sue, in other words, that the time for almuerzo 
(we practiced our Spanish on all ocea- 
sions) had arrived.

DOESN'T SEEM TO SATISFY HIM. 

ALBANY, March 8.—The far-famed Tom- 
linson, W. P., of the Kansas Democrat, lunched 
with Gov. Hill on Tuesday. He also called upon 
an editor or two, visited the decaying Capitol, 
and altogether had a very good time, although, 
according to nis own admissions, ho was not 
wholly satisfied with everything he saw and 
heard. Mr. Tomlinson is a pleasant editor, who 
wears his heart so corspicuously upon his sleeve 
as to satisfy the wide, wide world that he isin 
accerd with himself—indeed is greatly im- 
pressed with himself. We was fresh from New- 
York and the society of Dana, C. A., another 
member of the profession, with whom he had 


concluded a most advantageous advertising 
contract, by the terms of which almost daily ref 
erence of some sort is to be made upon the Sui's 
editorial page tothe Kansas Democrat until the 
Democratic National Convention concludes its 
labors. The old-fashioned East is by this means 
to be educated to believe that the Democrats of 
the West, and more particularly the Kansas 
Democrat and Tomlinson, W. P., are positive 
that David B. Hill, and not Grover Cleveland, 1s 
the man for the hour. 

Gov. Hill had heard of Tomlinson, W. P. How 
could it be otherwise, since he has been receiv- 
ing daily marked coptes of the Kansas Democrat, 
containing flattering allusions to bimself and 
disparaging references to President Cleveland ? 
He was therefore (seemingly) very glad to sea 
the Western editor. With a wink to his private 
secretary the Governor invited his visitor to 
lunch. The Governor proudly exhibited the 
State palace to Tomlinson, showed him the 
musical clock, jestingly alluded to * this news- 
paper talk” about his piano, and invited him to 
the top floor for a game of billiards. Tomlinson 
was 80 dazed by all this magnificence that his 
nerves were in no condition for fine play, and 
being an indifferent player at the best his calcu- 
lations of angles, draws, and massés were so 
faulty that the Governor speedily walloped 
him. Tomlinson, however, was happy. He had 
never enjoyed such royal hospitality before. 
But the editor of the Democrat is a sensible man 
withal, and he could not help reflecting, as 
editors occasionally do. 

Meeting a fellow-Democrat down town after- 
ward, he delivered himself thus: ‘‘You are a 
great friend of Gov. Hill's, and I, too, have been 
one of. his fervid admirersin our State. I’ve 
just lunched with him and talked with him, and 
must say I’m not exactly satistied with him. 
He—he—yes, he doesn’t exactly impress me.” 

“ How is that?” inquired the other. 

“Well, you see, we talked and talked and 
talked, and discussed the Democratic Party 
from Jackson’s time down, but I’m not exactly 
satisfied.” 

“Ob, you musn’t mind that,” putin the other, 
now comprehending the situation more clearly, 
“you see, in politics, one has often to interprot 
the wishes of another in the absence of an ex- 
pressed opinion. It is for you to understand 
his plans by mere contact with him, even if he 
says nothing.” 

“Yes,”’ was Tomlinson’s hesitating reply, ‘I 
sympathized with his Presidential aspirations 
and naturally wanted to know how best we could 
promote themin the West. And we talked a 
great deal, and now that I’ve got away and 
thought it all over, do you know, I’ve concluded 
he didn’t tel] me a blanked thing?”’ 

Can it be possible that the Governor is going 
to abandon the fellows who have been bDugling 
for him and head the New-York delegation for 
Cleveland? Tomlinson perspired at the thought, 
for 1t had oecurred to him. 

Tt has been ascertained on unimpeachable 
authority that Tomlinson was strongly in sym- 
pathy with this Administration down to the 
time he failed to procure a twelve-hunared-dol- 
lar position in the Agricultural Bureau at 
ashington, a position which has much to do with 
the distribution of seeds to Congressmen’s con- 
stituents. The New-York Central Railroad Com- 
pany drewthe Kansaseditor out of the Union 
Station that night. Tomlinson was headed for 
the West.

THEY MAY GET A NEW TRIAL. 

BanGor, Me., March 8.—It is now almost 
certain that in view of recent developments the 
Chief-Justice will grant a new trial to Stain and 
Cromwell. Within 48 hoursit has been plainly 
demonstrated by affidavits from people of high 
character that Charles Stain worked every day 
from April to August, i881,in the State of 


Maine, and even his oid memorandum books 
have been found showing him to have been here. 
These sworn affidavits bave seriously disturbed 
the Government officials. Counsel for the de- 
tense are jubilant, and the prisoners are happier 
than at any time since their incarceration. The 
importance of these affidavits will be perceived. 
Stain said his father’s confession was made at 
Medfield, either the last of April or first of May, 
1881. But the Howards, who are well-known 
citizens, testify that he was in Winslow at that 
time. Mr. Barker was much pleased with his 
afternoon’s work. He says the puncturing of 
young Stain’s confession story relieves his 
father from any serious charge of murder, for 
there is no other evidence of the crime but the 
identifications, and itis not reasonable to sup- 
pose that he can be convicted of murder without 
further evidence than this.

Boston, March 8.—The Osceola Mining

honorably discharged theretrom, and who are now 
or who may hereafter be, suffering trom mental ot 
physieal disability, not the result of their own 
vicious habits, which totally incapacitates them 
for tho performince of manual Jabor, and whe 
are without other adequate means of self-suppert 
shall, upon making due proof of the fact, according t¢ 
such rules and reguiations as the Secretary of the

Witness said he believed in giving operatives 
the right to strike and to combine for the pro- 
tection of their interests, but that he did not 
believe it lawful for employes of one railroad, 
for instance, to combine for purposes of intiml- 
dation against the employes of otherroads, The 
courts were to be judges of what was an unlaw- 
ful combination of labor. 

Representative Smith—You claim that sugar

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ENDLESS CIRCUMLOCUTION 


ABSURDITIES OF GOVERNMENT 
BUSINESS METHODS. 
SPECIMENS OF THE RED-TAPE ANNOY- 
ANCES TO WHICH DEALERS WITH 
THE DEPARTMENTS ARE SUBJECTED. 

WASHINGTON, March 8.—The report sub- 
mitted to-day by Senator Cockrell, from the 
special committee which has been studying the 
methods of transacting Government? business in 
the executive departments, is a volume of 363 
printed pages, in addition to voluminous ap- 
pendices. The committee devoted a year to the 
work, Senator Cockrell, its Chairman, remain- 
ing in Washington during the entire recess of 
several months to prosecute it, yet it is not as- 
sumed that the task has been exhaustively per- 
formed. The report at the outset classifies the 
forces employed by the Government, including 
the officers and men ofthe army and navy, and 
finds a grand total of 171,746 individuals, 

The reports received from the various depart- 
ments in reply to the committee’s letters of in- 
quiry are pronounced ‘‘exceedingly valuable,” 
but they failed to show the connection of bureau 
with bureau, division with division, in respect 
to any single item of business transacted, and 
for the purpose of getting information of 
this character the committee caused a 
few specimen items to be traced from 
initiation to completion. The first of these is 
an expenditure of $30,000 by the Treasury 
Department for stationery for the fiscal year 
1887. Thesimple statement of the course of 
this transaction from the ‘estimate to the 
settlement warrant” requires 21 printed pages. 
The history of the settlement of Consul William 


F. Grinnell of Bradford, England, for the second 
quarter of 1887 covers 13 printed pages. 

The committee makes its first criticism upon a 
little specimen of circumlocution between the 
General Land Office and the Register of the 
Treasury, a specimen which the report denomi- 
nates a “farcical routine.” A clerk in the Land 
Otiice, dealing for the moment with the account 
of a Receiver of Public Moneys, wishes to 
know the balance for or against that official at 
the last settlement.

its chances with the accumulations of past 
decades. It finds a practice of long existence 
in the General Land Office for employes, upon 
the discovery of some actual or supposed non- 
compliance with law or regulation, to suspend 
and pigeonhole such cases and wait for the 
entry man or his attorney tocall up the case 
for action. The practice is illustrated, the com- 
mittee says, by the 790 suspended graduation 
entries in Missour! mads under a law which 
Was repealed in 1882, and the suspended dona- 
tion entries in Oregon made under a law which 
expired by limitation in 1855. 

The committee finds the ,Patent Office suffer- 
ing for want of a ‘classified abridgment” of 
patents granted—a work begun several years 
ago, but unavoidably delayed; and it submits a 
bill appropriating $20,000 for the speedy com- 
pletion of the work. The report discloses many 
tricks and devices of patentees and would-be 
patentees for delaying action upon their claims 
as long as possible, thus practically extending 
the life of their patents, or at times securing the 
protection of the “patent applied for’ upon de- 
vices which are not really patentable. Some- 
times the delays are brought about by attorneys 
for the purpose of extorting additional fees. 

The committee compliments the Paymaster- 
General for the simplicity of the business 
methods of his office and the promptness which 
results therefrom; and it bestows unstinted 
eo upon Assistant Surgeon F. C. Ainsworth, 

n charge of the record and pension division of 
the Surgeon-General’s office, for the reforms ac- 
complished by him. When Dr. Ainsworth took 
charge of this office—one of the largest divis- 
jons in any of the departments—the report 
says, he found an arrearage of 9,511 unan- 
swered pension cases. Wiphonut additional force 
—in fact, with some reduction—he gradually re- 
duced the number, by the simple process of re- 
quiring greater diligence, and in the meanwhile 
he set about improving the system. The result 
is 80 simple as to be almost ridiculous, 

The committee found an accumulation of busi- 
ness in the Adjutant-General’s office, the disno- 
sition of which required an examination of mus- 
ter rolls, the entire number of rolls being 402,- 
916. The committee devoted careful attention 
to the study of this work with a view to effect- 
ing a@ reform, and finally recommended to the 
Secretary of War and the Adjutant-General the 
adoption of Dr. Ainsworth’s card system, which 
recommendation has been adopted. An inci- 
dent to the committee’s study of this particular 
problem was the discovery that some years ago 
a clerk in the Adjutant-General’s office, since 
deceased, invented and recommended the adop- 
tionof this identical system. It was tried hesi- 
tatingly, and abandoned summarily as not meet- 
ing the requirement. 

The committee's recommendations are scat- 
tered throughout the report. One of the most 
important is thatthe Secretaries of the Treasury 
and War each appoint a commission in their 
departments to study the present methods and 
attempt to discover for themselves wherein 
reforms are possible and how needless routine 
can be avoided. Both Secretaries have advised 
the committee that they will carry out the sug- 
gestions.

THE PRESIDENT NEGOTIATING FOR A 
NEW TREATY. 
WASHINGTON, March 8.—The President 


to-day sent to the Senate the following message: 
To the Senate: 


A copy of the following resolution passed by 
the Senate on the first day of the present month 
was delivered to me on the 3d inst.: 

Resolved, Thatin view of the diiiiculties and em. 
barrassments that have attended the regulation of 
theimmigration of Chinese laborers to the United 
States under the limitations of our treaties with 
China, the President of the United States be re- 
quested to negotiate a treaty with the Emperor of 
China containing a provision that no Chinese laborer 
shall enter the United States. 

Theimportance of the subject referred toin 
this resolution has been by no means overlooked 
by the Executive branch of the Government 
charged under the Constitution with tho formu- 
lation of treaties with foreign countries. Nego- 
tiation with the Emperor of China for atreaty 
such as is mentioned in said resolution was 
commenced many months ago, and has been 
since continued. The progress of the negobia- 
tion thus inaugurated has heretofore been freely 
communicated to such members of the Senate 
and ofits Committee on Foreign Relations as 
sought information concerning the sume. It is, 
however, with ntich gratification that [ deem 
myself justified in expressing to the Senate, in | 
response to its resolution, the hope and expec- 
tation that a treaty will soon be concluded con- 
cerning the immigration of Chinese laborers 
which will meet the wants of our people and 
the approbation of the body to which it will be 
submitted for contirmation.

BRIC-A-BRAC ON A GRAVE, 
From the Cineinnalt Enquirer. 

The Batson Cemetery, a quiet country 
graveyard four miles east of New-Castle, Ind., 
contains a most peculiar mark of respect to the 
dead. On the family lot of Paul HA. Hughes, an 
old and highly-respected citizen of that vicinity, 
are three graves. The lotis nicely graveled and 
well kept and the craves are surrounded by 
little walls of bricks and sea shells. There is no 
monument, headstone, or other mark to show 


who lies buried there. Overthe grave of Mrs. 
Hughes, who died eeven years ago, 1s a heavy 
wooden box with an iron lid, which upon re- 
moval reveals a cabinet about 4 feet long 2 
feet wide and 18 inches deep, with glass top 
and sides. In this cabinet is a miniature ari 
about 8 inches high and having a gable roof. 
Distributed in front of the ark is a group 
of over 200 figures, representing the ani- 
mals, ‘‘two by two,” as they came out of 
the ark. and at their head stand eight figures to 
represent Nosh, his wife, and his sons and 
daughters. Besides these there are two beauti- 
ful bronze statues of German soldiers, three 
glass and two elegant silver vases, with hand- 
some bouquets of artificial wild flowers and os- 
trich plumes; four polished blocks, each bearing 
a beautifully-colored glass ball, aud twosupport- 
ing busts of small children; two odd-looking 
horns, prettily painted and decorated with silken 
cords and tassels, and many other minor arti- 
cles. The cabinet and its contents were placed 
in their position by Mr. Hughes, whohas taken 
this method of showing his respect for his de- 
ceased wife instead of erecting a monument to 
her memory. He has expressed a wish to have 
a similar cabinet and collection placed upon his 
own grave after his death.

THE FISHERY TREATY. 

Ortawa, March 8.—The Opposition lead- 
ers in the House of Commons raised a brief de- 
bate to-day on the subject of the protocols of the 
fishery treaty. They are dissatisfied with the 
meagreness of the information contained in the 
documents brought down yesterday. Sir Rich- 
ard Cartwright was very severe in hiscriticisms, 
intimating that the Government might just as 


well have saved the cost of printing the proto- 
cols. He cousidered that the Parliament of 
Canada had been treated very disrespectfully 
by not having had placed beforé it the Canadian 
proposals and American answers and the Ameri- 
can proposals and Canadian answers, 

Sir Charles Tupper said he shared in the dis- 
appointment of Sir Richard Cartwright that the 
protocols were not fuller, When he consented 
to the publication of merely formal protocols he 
fully expected they would contain the proposals 
on both sides. He did not think that any disre- 
spect had been shown the Parliament of Canada 
that was not equally disrespectful to the Par- 
liament of Great Briiain or the Congress of the 
United States. 

Mr. Mitchell asked Sir Charles Tupper to give 
the House an epitome of his arguments in sup- 
portof the Canadian trade proposals, but the 
Minister of Finance replied that this would not 
be done until the subject had been formally dis- 
cussed in the House.

Mean- 
xvhile Mr. HAGGERTY’S own position is not 
relieved by his statement. He broughtina 
bill to establish a nuisance in front of all 
the villages on the Sound shores of West- 
chesterand Long Island beyond twenty miles 
from New-York. The nuisance being a float- 
ing nuisance, would also have been carried by 
the tides within the limit, and would have 
gone far to render the whole coast from the 
Harlem to the Connecticut line uninhabit- 
able, or at least to deprive the inhabitants 
pf all pleasure in their places of residence. 
This bill he introduced as surreptitiously as 
the rules of the Legislature allow. He 
procured its reference to a committee 
which had properly nothing to do with its 
subject matter, upon which there was no 
representative of the region to be affected 
by it, and of which he himself was a mem- 
ber. He then fixed the hearing required 
to be given to its opponents at so unusual 
and inconvenient an hour as to reduce the 
chances thatthey would present themselves. 
The whole procedure shows his belief that 
the bill was one that could not stand ex- 
posure, and his purpose to keep it from ex- 
posure. He has completely failed. The 
opponents of the bill were present in force 
at the hearing which was arranged that 
they might not be present, and none of the 
promoters of the measure ventured to say 
one word in its defense. This statement of 
the facts ought to be enough to show Mr. 
HAGGERTY’S unfitness for any public office, 
and to put a period to his political career.

about the copper companies’ bargains with 
the French ring is coming out. At the 
annual meeting of the Osceola Company’s 
stockholders on Wednesday they were 
told that the product of the mine 
for three years from May 1 had been 
sold to SECRETAN and his associates 
for 13-cents a pound, which is understood to 
be the price paid to the Calumet and Hecla. 
The Tamarack Company has sold on the 
same terms, and its copper last year was 
produced and laid down in this city for 
only 5.39 cents a pound. The Quincy’s 
annual report shows that the cost of 
producing 7,550,000 pounds of copper last 
year was less than 61, cents a pound. The 
Calumet and Hecla people aré talking about 
dividends of more than 100 percent., and the 
calculations concerning some other mines 
are almost as generous. These profits are to 
be enjoyedas the price of killing competition 
and surrendering American consumers to 
grasping French monopolists who will com- 
pel them to buy their copper at very high 
prices in Paris. And yet Congressmen at- 
tack the bill on the ground that it 
“strikes copper’! The entire duty on cop- 
per should be repealed. Even if it 
should be removed American consumers 
could obtain no relief for some time to come, 
but they would be able to enjoy such ad- 
vantages as will be offered when the French 
ring breaks. The home market should not 
be given again by legislation to those who 
have combined to sell it for three years to a 
French speculator. 








The Senate Committee on Foreign Rela- 
tions was apparently justified in reporting 
the joint resolution on the Paris Exposi- 
tion with the clause relating to the Ameri- 
can hog stricken out. This addition was 
not in the original resolution asreported by 
Mr. BELMONT, but was made during the de- 
bate. Itis true that, as Mr. Hitt insisted, 
“the American hog has his rights”; but in- 
asmuch as seven years have elapsed since 
the prohibition of the importation of our 
pork by France, there has been time to pre- 
sent the view of our Government upon the 
injustice of that action without needing 
now to make it an integral part of the an- 
swer to an invitation. The opening decla- 
ration of the joint resolution indicates its 
character. The preamble recites that the 
United States have been invited by the Re- 
public of France to the Paris Exposition of 
1889, and the first words of the resolution 
are that ‘‘said invitation is accepted.” It 
may be found in due time desirable to util- 
ize this international occasion for a pork 
propaganda of the sort contemplated in the 
House resolution authorizing the Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture ‘“‘to prepare for gratu- 
itous distribution at said Paris Exposition 
a@ concise statement descriptive of swine 
raising in the United States,” and to pro- 
cure a competition for the international 
pork championship. But since it is not 
specifically to a pork banquet that our 
country is invited, and since there is a 
desire among our people to show unusual 
friendship to the French Republic on ac- 
count of the monarchical boycotting of the 
Exposition, it may be more courteous to ad- 
journ for subsequent action the subject of 
swine, as the Senate committee proposes, in- 
stead of incorporating it in the legislative 
answer to the invitation. 








THE DEPENDENT PENSION BILL. 

The principal difference between the De- 
pendent Pension bill passed by the Senate 
yesterday and the one vetoed by the Presi- 
dent last year is that the former requires 
“total disability” on the part of the pen- 
sioner, while the vetoed bill set no definite 
limit to the amount of disability that 
would entitle to a pension. It was the 
point on which the President based his 
veto more than on any other, and the bill 
wasso loosely and carelessly drawn that 
it was impossible to tell exactly what 
it meant. Indeed, the Chairman of the 
Pensions Committee of the House and the 
Chairman of the Pensions Committee in the 
Senate, each of whom reported the bill and 
had charge of it during the debate that en- 
sued, differed radically on this point. That 
fact was specified by the President as evi- 
dence of the radical and incurable obscurity 
pervading the measure. In the bill passed 
yesterday there isno room for this particular 
objection. Notonly is the word “‘ totally” 
included inthe bill, but an attempt to strike 
it out was defeated, in spite of a good deal 
of vaporing on the part of the advocates of 
the amendment as to alleged ‘‘ coercion” by 
threats of a veto. 

The essential section of the bill is as 
follows: ‘‘All persons who served three 
months or more in the military or naval 
service of the United States during the war 
of the rebellion and who have been honora- 
bly discharged therefrom and who are now 
or who may hereafter be suffering from 
mental or physical disability, not the result 
of their own vicious habits, which totally 
incapacitates them for the performance 
of manual labor, and who are without 
other adequate means of self-support, 
shall, upon making due proof of that 
fact, according to such rules and regulations 
as the Secretary of the Interior may pro- 
vide, be placed upon the list of invalid pen- 
sioners of the United States, and be entitled 
to receive $12 per month, and such pension 
shall commence from the date of the filing 
of the application in the Pension Ofiice, 
after the passage of this act, upon proof that 
the disability then existed, and shall con- 
tinue during the existence of the same.” 
This is, as was very naively admitted, and, 
indeed, claimed by the Chairman of the 
Committee on Pensions, the bill practically 
as drafted by the Committee on Legisla- 
tion of the Grand Army of the Republic, 
There is very little reason to sup- 
pose that the Dill will not pass the 
House. What will be the course of the 
President regarding it it is impossible to 
predict, though it has been announced that 
the Grand Army committee, after an inter- 
view with Mr. CLEVELAND, believed that 
they had succeeded in framing a bill to 
which he would not object. But it is high- 
ly improbable that he gave any promise in

The bill, though it removes the doubt as to 


the requirement of total incapacity for 
manual labor to be caused by the disability 


of the pensioner, is still not clear as to the 


degree of dependence required. The pen- 
sia yer must be “ totally incapacitated for the 


performance of manual labor,” and must be 
“without other adequate means of self-sup- 


port.” Exactly what constitutes adequate 
means is not defined, nor is any’clear dis- 


cretion left with any one to determine it. 
The amount of ‘‘service” required is “‘ three 
Under this 


bill, as under the one vetoed a year 
ago, there is no requirement that 
this shall have been active service 


or that the pensioner shall have been 
exposed to any of the rea] hardships or the 
dangers of war, or even that he shall have 
left the place in which he was enlisted. 
It is quite impossible to form any ap- 
proximate estimate of the amount of money 
that will be required by this bill. Senator 
MANDERSON declared that there were 
32,000 soldiers in almshouses or in soldiers’ 
homes who would be entitled to pensions. 
This would be but a small percentage of 
those who would make claim under the bill, 
to say nothing of those whose pensions 
would be advanced from what they are now 
receiving. The bill was passed by a vote of 
44 to 14, with five pairs, showing a total of 
49 to 19—a very full vote, and considerably 
more than two-thirds. 





THE LAW AND THE STRIKERS. 

It so happens that one of the important 
railroad lines connecting with the Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy system is in the 
hands of a Receiver, and a suit has already 
been brought to compel that Receiver and 
his agents and employés to interchange 
traffic with the company whose engineers 
are on strike. That the order for that pur- 
pose will be granted by the court does not 


-admit of doubt, for there is no question 


whatever that such interchange of traf- 
fic is clearly imposed upon all corpora- 
tions engaged in inter-State commerce. An 
order is also asked for restraining the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers and 
its officers and agents, and “especially one 
P. M. ARTHUR, its chief executive officer,” 
from giving any orders to the engineers in 
the employ of the Receiver to refuse to haul 
loaded cars coming to or going from the 
railroad in the Receiver’s charge, and also 
an order to punish the said ARTHUR for 
contempt of court for interfering with the 
administration of property in its custody. 

This is probably but the beginning of 
legal action against the stfikers if their 
policy of interfering with the transaction 
of business by railroad is continued. The 
case is greatly simplified where a railroad 
is in the custody of a court and operated by 
a Receiver appointed by it and subject to 
its orders. But the obligations of the cor- 
poration are no different in that case from 
what they are in any other. Fortunately, 
these are made absolutely clear where in- 
ter-State commerce is concerned by the 
law of last year regulating that kind of 
railroad traffic. Already astrike has been 
ordered on one Western road and is threat- 
ened on several others for no reason except 
that those roads interchange traffic with 
the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy, as 
they are distinctly required to do by 
law. In some instances the officers of 
corporations have been intimidated by 
threats from performing their legal duties, 
but there is no doubt that they can be com- 
pelled to do so by recourse to the courts, 
unless prevented by strikes and inability to 
fill the places of the strikers. A refusal or 
omission, except for some reason recognized 
by law as a valid excuse, will involve se- 
vere penalties. Not only will the companies 
refusing to perform their duties be liable 
for damages, but their officers and agents 
will be subject to criminal prosecution and 
punishable by ‘a fine of not to exceed 
$5,000 for each offense.” 

It is plain that there is law enough to 
compel railroad corporations to carry on 
their business so far as the voluntary ac- 
tion of their officers and agents are con- 
cerned and penalties enough to enforce 
that law. The question now is whether 
there is any power greater and higher than 
the law which can prevent them from doing 
so. It is certain that no individual engi- 
neer or fireman can be forced to continue 
working for any particular employer, rail- 
road corporation or otherwise. But this 
interference with railroad traffic, actual 
and threatened, is not the result of 
individual action by workmen. It 
is due to a combination, guided and 
controlled by officers and committees 
whose direct purpose is to interrupt traffic 
on the lines connecting with the Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy in order to coerce 
it into action affecting its employés butin no 
way affecting those of the other roads. This 
is a plain case of conspiracy to the injury of 
trade and commerce. an offense at common 
law, and generally recognized by statute, 
and one for which those engaged in it can 
be brought to trial and punished if cone 
victed. No doubt ail taking voluntary part 
in the combination are participants in the 
legal offense, but the chief conspirators and 
those who could be most effectively dealt 
with are the officers and committees of the 
so-called brotherhoods. 

There is yet dnother view of their conduct 
that would make them amenable to law. 
They are not only engaged in a conspiracy 
to the injury of trade and commerce, but a 
conspiracy to prevent the due administra- 
tion of law, an offense quite as clearly rec- 
ognized and regarded as still more grave. The 
common law requires all common carriers 
to perform their duties for all alike; the 
laws of every State require railroads 
subject to its jurisdiction to exercise 
their charter rights, to run their trains, 
and to transport passengers and merchan- 
dise without interruption, and they can be 
compelled by mandamus to do so; and, 
finally, the inter-State commerce law of the 
United States requirescorporations engaged 
in inter-State transportation to interchange 
traffic without discrimination. Now, a com- 
bination of men which undertakes directly, 
no matter for what ultimate object, to stop 
railroad transportation or to prevent the in- 
terchange of traffic between connecting lines 
is engaged in a conspiracy against the exe-

cution-of the laws, and those men are sub- 
ject to the penalties for that offense, which 
include imprisonment as well as fines. 

This conspiracy is flagrant in the West 
already, and is threatening to extend. Un- 
less it shall cease at once the law should be 
set in operation against its leaders without 
delay. Itshould be known whether, when 
all the power ofthe State and of the Nation 
is behind the laws for their enforcement, 
there is a power in the country in the shape 
of an irresponsible organization of railroad 
engineers which can nullify those laws and 
defy the constituted authorities to enforce 
them, Itistime to test this question, and 
if PETER M. ARTHUR is the national dictator 
in matters of railroad transportation let us 
know it.

THE GERMAN SUCCESSION, 

The devolution of the crown of Prussia 
and of the headship of United Germany 
has been so carefully prearranged that it is 
unreasonable to consider the political con- 
dition that will be created by the death of 
the Emperor as in any sense a crisis. A 
Government that could be shaken because 
aman of ninety had died would be much 
less firmly founded than that of Germany. 
The event isso imminent that a forerunner 
of its actual occurrence was yesterday uni- 
versally accepted astrue. The illness of the 
Crown Prince has been of such a nature as 
to give ample warning of its inevitable 
termination, and full provision for that ter- 
mination has been made. That the headship 
of the empire is elective is a theory that in 
the actual circumstances is little more than 
a legal figment. The pretense that the Em- 
peror is freely chosen by his constituent 
Princes is maintained, although the Consti- 
tution expressly provides that he shall be 
also King of Prussia. The election is much 
like that of a British Bishop, in which the 
choice of the electoral body always coin- 
cides with the recommendation of the sov- 
ereign. It is a survival from the North 
German confederation and from the still 
older confederations that go back to me- 
diwval times, in which every petty Prince 
in Germany was proud to be an elector of 
the empire. Practically it will remain out 
of the question that anybody but the King 
of Prussia should be the Emperor of Germa- 
ny, so long as Prussia retains the predomi- 
nence in German councils that enabled the 
empire to be formed. It will take 
more than one frivolous or headstrong 
or too ambitious ruler to degrade Prussia to 
the position she occupied before the acces- 
sion of WILLIAM. It is still true that the 
opportunities for such aruler for mischief 
are too great, and that they have been in- 
creased by the strengthening of the huge 
army which he wields with an irresponsible 
power. Todiminish the importance of the 
crown is as much the political problem of 
to-day in Germany asit was of England a 
century ago. The new King and Emperor, 
however much he beso minded, cannot avert 
this change, though he may make it need- 
lessly difficult and needlessly rancorous. 

Really almost the only person whose 
position would be seriously affected by a 
change in the succession is the Crown 
Princess VicTortiA, the wife of the nominal 
and the mother of the actual successor of 
Emperor WILLIAM. The condition of a 
Queen or of an Empress Dowager is much 
more enviable than that of the widow of 
an heir to the throne. It is no secretin 
Berlin or elsewhere that Prince BISMARCK 
deeply distrusts the particular form of 
British influence which the Princess carried 
into the royal household. It is natural that 
he should attribute to this influence the 
wide divergence of the views of the Crown 
Prince from his own. As a matter of fact, 
the Crown Prince is quite capable of form- 
ing for himself the political opinions he 
holds, and has on fit occasions presented 
them, expressed with modesty, but also 
with decision. Prince WILLIAM is much 
more a man after the Chancellors own 
heart than his father, and the aged 
statesman doubtless hailed the opportunity 
the fatal illness of the Crown Prince pre- 
sented for securing a continuance, after his 
own death, of the policy of force which he 
has pursued at home as well as abroad. 








DOUBLE PROTECTION. 

A vote was taken in the Senate on the 
20th ult. upon the question whether a com- 
pany which asks for permission to extend a 
cable railroad through twenty or thirty 
miles of streets in Washington should be 
compelled to buy and use rails of American 
manufacture. A committee had reported 
the company’s bill, with an amendment, 
requiring the use of suchrails. The amend- 
ment was adopted—25 to 17—Senators Gor- 
MANand BROWN voting, with 23 Republicans, 
in the affirmative. We do not know that 
there is a combination or pool of the manu- 
facturers of rails for street roads in cities, 
but if there be one the Republicans of the 
Senate have been trying to increase the 
abnormal profits which it obtains by pre- 
venting competition in a product heavily 
protected by the tariff. 

Steam railroad companies frequently ap- 
ply to Congress for permission to make 
roads across Indian reservations or other 
tracts of lands owned or controlled by the 
General Government. Companies have re- 
cently asked permission to extend roads 
across the Indian Territory. A year or two 
ago a Senator urged with good reason and 
considerable force that companies obtaining 
such privileges should be required by law 
not to water theirstock. The same Senator 
voted for the amendment requiring the 
Washington Cable Electric Railway Com- 
pany to use only American rails. But if 
this is the right thing to do, should not all 
companies asking for permission to build 
through the Indian Territory be required 
to use only the steel rails made by the 
American steel rail ‘‘combine”’? In that 
case there would be an interesting exhibi- 
tion of the evils of the protective policy. 
First, the people shnt out foreign rails by 
a heavy tax upon the understanding that 
free competition among manufacturers at 
home will give them cheap home-made 
rails; second, the home manufacturers 
combine to prevent this promised competi- 
tion, raise the price almost to the point at 
which foreign rails can come in, and be- 
come millionaires by fleecing the people 
who gave them protection; third, the Sen-

THE TELEPHONE INQUIRY. 

The people obtained some interesting 
information during the progress of the tel- 
ephoue investigation.

The committee has submitted its 
report, and the only fruit of the inquiry is 
a@ recommendation concerning telephone 
rents in this city. After long deliberation 
the investigators have reached the conclu- 
sion that these rents are too high, and they 
recommend that the price shall be limited 
by law to $6 50 per month 
scribers within half a mile of ‘the 
central office.” But the company is 
allowed to add $2 per month “for each ad- 
ditional one-half mile or fractional part 
thereof.” The central office of the Metro- 
politan Telephone Company is far down 
town, in Cortlandt-street. Under the pro- 
posed iaw asubscriber two miles from the 
office might be required to pay $12 50 per 
month, which is the rate for four-fifths of 
the subscribers at present; and at a distance 
of four miles—in the neighborhood of Fifty- 
ninth-street—the company could lawfully 
exact $20 50, or $246 a year. This would 
be a convenient Jaw for the company, but 
the bill will not be passed. There has also 
been submitted a bill which apparently for- 
bids a local telephone company to issue 
watered stock to the parent monopoly “for 
franchise.” 

The report was curiously delayed. We 
do not see why the committee, if it really 
desired legislation to protect the people 
from the exactions of the Bell monopoly, 
could not have put in its report and bills 
at the beginning of the session. If the 
recommendations now before the Legislat- 
ure were such as the testimony warrants 
they could not be carried into laws at 
this late day. The Legislature has be- 
come interested in other things, and bills 
submitted now must stand below a great 
mass of other business on the calendar. 
The report is one which will not con- 
vince the people that Messrs. AINSWORTH, 
HapDiey, Saxton, Dickey, and CONOVER 
have done their duty.

It will 
be recalled that Mr. BARNEY disclosed the 
fact that the Bell Company had in some 
way kept alive for several years in the 
Patent Office two apparently conflicting 
claims—one set up by Eprson and the other 
by BERLINER—relating to the inven- 
tion of a very valuable improvement 
in telephonic art. While these seem to be 
opposed to each other, both are really owned 
by the Bell Company. A decision, which 
involves the issuing of a patent to one of 
the claimants, has been postponed—for 
eight or nine years, it is said—in order that 
the monopoly of the Bell Company may be 
prolonged as far as possible into the future, 
After the expiration of the Bell patents the 
company willrely upon the patent which will 
be given nominally to either EDISON or BER- 
LINER, and years of delay in the Patent 
Office are worth millions to the monopolists. 
The committee’s conclusion is that “‘at the 
option of the American Bell ‘Telephone Com- 
pany its present monopoly upon telephonic 
instruments for practical use will extend 
for a period of seventeen years from the 
date of the settlement of this ‘ interfer- 
ence.’”

Mayor HEwITT did a very sensible thing, 
though not, perhaps, in the most dignified 
way, in declining to review the St. Patrick’s 
Day parade.

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The dispatches from Gen. SAN MARZANO 
bear intrinsic evidence of being guarded in 
their language and carefully revised at 
Rome before they are given out for publica- 
tion. They rarely indicate exactly where 
the headquarters of the field forces are, al- 
though they sometimes show how far recon- 
noissances have gone. The general impres- 
sion derivable from them is that the Italians 
have withdrawn from their extreme advance 
with a view of accepting battle if possible 
on the plains nearer their base. Probably 
either the whole army would have to be 
planted and firmly established on the table- 
land for a general engagement or else the 
advance would need to be drawn back so as 
not to be caught on the narrow roads by 
which the heights are ascended. The 
importance of settling the campaign before 
the unhealthy season comes on has stimu- 
lated Gen. SAN MARZANO’S advance, but 
now that he has stirred up King JouN he 
seems inclined toward caution and to wish 
to receive rather than make the attack. 
The operations of the Soudanese against 
King JOHN at this juncture are a welcome 
and important aid to the Italians.

THE BEETHOVEN QUARTET. 

The last concert for this season of the 
Beethoven String Quartet was given at Chicker- 
ing Hall last evening in the presence of a large 
and enthusiastic audience. The programme was 
one of the most interesting that has been pre- 
sented at any concert of chamber music in the 
course of the season. It began with Beethoven's 
C major quartet, a work so full of beauties that 
one can only wonder at its wealth.

WHY THE BUILDING

CONTRACTORS AND AKCHITECTS 
SURED BY THE JURY. 
Kansas City, Mo., March 8.—The verdict 
of the Coroner’s jury in the case of Frank 
Kidson, who was killed in the Midland Hotel 
disaster, was rendored this afternoon. Much in- 
terest attached to the finding of the jary as the 
question of responsibility for the collapse of a 
portion of the hotel 1s avitalone. The jury 
found that the falling of the central part 


of the structure was due to a failure ot 
the brickwork supporting the two trusses 
which upheld the roof. The plans were 
not found at fault but Burnham & Koot, the 
Chicago architects, were found to have been 
neglectful in that they did not revise the speci- 
fications in such a manner as to insure an im- 
provement in the quality of the brick censtruc- 
tion in the sixth and seventh stories. Walter CG. 
Root, the general superintenent of construction, 
was not held responsible for the failure of the 
brickwork by reason of the large amount of 
work under his charge, but was censured for not 
having personally examined the seiting of the 
plates and trusses thereon. 

A. B. McKay, who was in immediate charge of 
the building, was declared grossly negligsnt in 
the performance of his duties. The contractors 
forthe brickwork for the building were slso 
found grossly negligent in that they did not 
thoroughly inform themselves as to the particu- 
lar requirements of the revised plans. ‘heir 
foreman, Charles Buren, was strongly censured. 
JIaugh, Ketchum & Co., the irun contractors 
of Indianapolis were found to have been careless 
by reason of having provided cast-iron plates 
aifferent from those called for in the specitica- 
tions. To equally distribute the blame tieir 
foreman, Frank Smallwood, was censured for 
carelessness in giving the foreman bricklayer 
smaller plates to set under the trusses after hav- 
ing been properly instructed. 

The Grand Jury has beer instructed to take 
action in the matter, and 1t is likely a number of 
prosecutions will speedily follow. 
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RUSSIA’S NEW BLACK SEA PORT. 
From the London Times. 

The completion of the new railway from 
the Rostov-Vladikavkaz line to the Biack Sea 
and the consequent opening up of the fertile 
Kuban district has given a much-needed impetus 
to the building of the harbor works at the new 
Black Sea port of Novorossisk. It is now stated 
that the entire work will be finished at the end 


of the current year, and that its cost will be 
3,500,000 rubies. Independentiy of the com 
mercial port the harbor operations now in hand 
include the construction of a protecting embank- 
ment along the shore opposite to the town. This 
embankwent will be 3,000 feet long and will be 
built on heavy hewn stones laid in cement. The 
length of tne mole will be 2,800 feet and its 
height will vary from 16 to 24 feet. For siipsot 
heavy draught a quay will be built on the mole; 
the smaller coasting craft can moor allalong the 
embankment, which wiil be furnished witb self-. 
acting collapse fenders or butters. inthe roads 
**dead” anchors and floating buoys will be jad 
down as soou aspossibie. Tiiedepth of the mole 
will be from 17 to 28 teet. At its head a light- 
house will be erected. The railway will be car- 
ried along the mole and :mbankwent and will 
be furnished with 22 switches.

MAYOR HEWITT DENOUNOING 
THE LABOK DESPOTS. 
A 8TRONG SPEECH ON THE STRIKE 
PROBLEM DELIVERED BEFORE THE 
WILLIAMS ALUMNI. 


Mayor Hewitt took the opportunity of 
dropping in at the annual banquet of the Will- 
fams College Alumni Association of New-York 
last night in: an unexpected manner, since he 
had written a letter declining the invitation to 
be pressut. But Mayor Hewitt had evidently 
been disiurbed by the latest news from the Chi- 
cago, Burlington and Quincy Railroad strike, and 
took the opportunity of the Williams dinner to 
hurry down to the Brunswick at a late hour and 
express his views on the subdject of organized 
Jabor. He attacked the labor party in the 
strongest possible manner, and his speech 
caused a genuine sensation. 

It was the twenty-fifth annual dinner of the 
association, and between 50 and 60 members 
and guests sat down to the repast and renewed 
the old college acquaintauces. <A quartet, con- 
sisting of G. L. Hubbell, W. J. Welton, A. W. 
Buck, and A. W. Francis came down from Will- 
fams and gladdened the vearts of the Alumni by 
singing some of the old college songs. The Rev. 
Dr. Charles A. Stoddard presided, and among 
those present were Mayor Hewitt, David Dud- 
ley Field, Samuel Blagden, Francis L. Stetson 


Charles A. Dennison, the Rev. Abbott E. Kit- 
tredge, W. K. Jewett, E. & Atwood, Arthur d. 
Masten, Charles B. Hubbell, L. H. Andrews, Dr. 
J. C. Goodridge, Dr. Matthew D. Fieid, William 
P. Prentice, Clinton Palmer, the Rey. Charles 
W. Burr, Sydney A. Smith, the Rev. W. W. 
Clark, J. B. Metealf, Everard Kempshall, Prof. 
E. P. Morris, and Prof. E. N. Gritlin of Williams. 

When the coffee and cigars appeared Dr. 8tod- 
dard called upon the Secretary to read the let- 
ters of regret, including one from President 
Carter of Williams, and then addressed a few 
words to the Alumni by way of welcome, at the 
same time telling many interesting reminis- 
cences of college days. Prof. Gritfin was the 
next speaker, and in a brie? but humorous 
speech depicted the condition and prospects of 
the college in roseate hues. Prof. Morris also 
spoke a few wordsin the same strain, and also 
alluded to the satisfactory intellectual status of 
the students. 

David Dudley Field, who was graduated from 
Williams in 1825, was next called upon to 
speak. He begged to be excused from making 
any extended speech, but took occasion to pro- 
test against the printing of the menu in French, 
or even using the word ‘‘menu’’ at all. Ina 
country like this they ought to use nothing but 
the English language. 

Mayor Hewitt was next called upon to speak. 
“ T look upon these gatherings of educated men 
from the various colleges of the country,” he 
said “as one of the most encouraging and val- 
uable influences which is at work in this city. 
It raises the standard of politics, of morals, and 
ofreligion. Williams College is not known to me 
from any personal visit—I have never seen 
Wilhamstown. I don’t even know how it came 
to be called Williamstown. I hope it was named 
after Roger Williams. I only know the college 
from the Alumni I have met,*and I have met 
them in every rank of life. When I went to the 
Harvard dinner I met 200 or 300 men who 
seemed to enjoy life, but in this celebration of 
50 or 60 the men seem to hardier—in facta 
survival or the fittest 

“The city of New-York is the only university 
on the American Continent. This is the only 
place where aman can coms and learn every- 
thing that he wants to learn—good, bad, and in- 
differect. Graduates of all coileges are to be 
fouad here, and they are all advancing the cause 
of education and good government. We have 
great problems in this age to settle, and I trust 
they will not altogether be settled by empiricism. 





We have a new set of moral and polit- 
ical forees at work which have never 
yet been tested in the world. We are 


in the presence of created forces producing 
wealth beyond the greatest dreams of avarice. 
How are we to deal with questions of this sort? 
Are we to settio them asin the olden times or 
in the Middle Ages or in the religious conflicts 
of two centuries ago—by the sword and by 
blooi? Or are they to be settled by reason and 
by conscience? Surely the world is growing to 
have knowledge enough to taxe up these ques- 
tions and to consider what are the rights of 
men and what privileges will stand the test of 
reason. 

“The fundamental principle which underlies 
civilization is the right of the individual to gov- 
ern himself. This tfundamenta! priaciple isin 
fanger, and is in danger from two classes—the 
ignorant rich andjthe ignorant poor. Now, the 
mission of the coilege and the university is to so 
train the intellect that it can draw the line be- 
tween the right and the wrong; that it can lay 
flown premises and come to just conclusions; 
that it will have the patience to investigate 
every phase and fact of nature and morals, and 
£0 reason to obtain that adjustment which must 
existin society in order that every class may 
have its rights and no class deprived of its 
rights. [{Avpplause. ] 

“Think of the problem with which you are 
econtronted to-day. For ages the world has been 
trying to get rid of tyrants, and has been trying 
to get political freedom. What wasthe rule of 
the tyrants of old compared with the despotic 
claims made in this country to-day, that it 


shal! be in the power and name of one 
yan—call him Powderly or call him 
Arthur—to paralyze the industry of the 


United States?) Was there ever in the history 
of man a despot who laid claim to any such 
povver as that? Atarny time in the bistory of 
the races has it ever appeared that a conclave 


of ten or a dozen delegates should be 
sitting in a room, as they are. to- 
night, to -determive whether the _ bread 
ant fusl shali be withheld from those who 


are willing to work for the support of them- 
nelves and their families? Whois to stand up 
in this crisis and preach the truth? If the men 
who have been raised in collegea, in the mathe- 
mMatice, and in the humanities ara cowards, and 
because they want votes are afraid to get up to 
speak the truch, then God save the Republic, for 
man can’t do it. 

“Now, I want the graduates of the colleges to 
understand that they have a high mission, a 
higher and greater one than Peter the Hermit 
thought he had when he led the crusaders to 
protect the Holy Sepulchre; that we have some- 
thing more important to protect than that— 


the right of men to govern themselves, 
and not to be the slaves of men 
pitting in power and usurping the 


functions of Government. Every man of you 
has to straighten up his backbone. I don’t 
know whether any of you want to be an Alder- 
man, but if he speaks the truth on these matters 
be must give up all nope of being elected. 

“But I have not lost faith in a people who for 
100 years have maintained good government in 
this country. Meu who were willing a quarter 
pf acentury age to spend $600,000,000 to pre- 
serve intact the Government of this country 
oughtto be willing tospend twice the amount 
to preserve the essence and spirit of a free Gov- 
ernment.” [Applause. 

At the conclusion of the Mayor’s speech he 
was greeted with cheers, and nearly every one 
present made arush to shake hands with him 
nud express approval of his sentiments. Other 
speakers during the evening were Charles A. 
Davidson, Everard Kempsball, Charles 8. Hub- 
bell, Waiter D. Edmunds, F. L. Stetson, and the 
Rev. Hamilton W. Mabie.

HANNIBAL, Mo., March 8.—A south-bound 
St. Louis, Keokuk and Northwestern passenger 
train last evening collided with the north-

OBITUARY. 


GEN. D. H. STROTHER. 

Gen. D. H. Strother, ‘‘ Porte Crayon,” 
died at his home in Charleston, West Va. yes- 
terday, aged 71 years and 6 months. His nom 
de plume, although perhaps little known by the 
magazine-reading public of to-day, was almost 
a household word 30 years ago, when Harper's 
Magazine was embellished by his crayon 
sketches, and made interesting by his delightful 
descriptions of Southern life. At one time Gen. 
Strother was the highest-paid contributor of the 
Harpers, but for the past 12 or 13 years he had 
been little heard of in public print, and since 


1884 had lived almost in retirement in his quiet 
home at Charleston. 

Gen. Strother was bornin Virginia in 1816, and 
caused his father, a sturdy, uncompromising 
man, who had been an officer in the War of 1812, 
some unhappinessby his artistic tendencies. He 
was sent to New-York. where he was under the 
charge of Prof. Morse,the inventor of telegraphy. 
Later he made a trip to Europe, and studied for 
four years in Rome. Then he returned to 
Virginia, and afterward traveled through the 
South aud West. About this time he made his 
first sketches for the Virginian Canaan and his 
talent was at once:recognized. Wheu JohbniBrown 
made his attack on Harper’s Ferry, ‘ Porte 
Crayon,” who lived near by, was soon at the 
scene of action, and for weeks made sketches 
_— philosophized on the events there transpir-

e saw the approach of the struggle between 
the North and the South, and took his stand on 
the sido of the former. He organized and 
equipped at his own expense a company of his 
Virginia townsmen, but when the decisive mo- 
ment came they joined the Confederacy, and 
“Porte Crayon” hurried off by night to Wash- 
ington. He was placed on Gen. McClellan’s 
staff, and upon that commander’s departure for 
the James River went with Gen. Pope, and later 
accompanied Gen. Banks to New-Orleans and on 
the Red River expedition. Afterward he became 
Chief of Staff to his cousin, Gen. David Hunter. 
After the war he returned to his home. In 1877 
he was appointed Consul-General to Mexico by 
President Hayes, a position he retained for 
seven years. He was twice married and had 
two children, one the wife of John Brisban 
Walker of Denver, Col., and the other asonof 
17 years. 





OBITUARY NOTES. 

Col. G. W. M. Morse, the inventor of the 
Morse cartridge and breech-loading gun, and a 
nephew of Prof. Morse, the inventor of the tel- 
py me died at his home in Washington yesterday. 
His tuneral will take place to-morrow. 

The Rev. Russell Jennings of Deep River, a 
wealthy clergyman and manufacturer, died yester- 
day afternoon at Middletown, Conn. He was noted 
for having given many thousands of dollars to 
Baptist churches. About a dozen churches have 
each received $3,000 from him within three years. 
In all during his long life he gave at least $200,000 
in aiding and building Baptist churches. 

The Rev. Dr. William Henry Ryder, Pastor of 
St. Paul’s Universalist Church from 1860 to 1882, 
and one of the best Known ministers in the West, 
died of pneumonia on Wednesday at Chicago. He 
was born in Providence in 1822. Besides his Chi- 
cago charge he was Pastor of churches in Concord 
and Nashua, N. H., and Roxbury, Mass. He was 
made a Master of Arts by Harvard over 20 rears 
ago, and in 1867 was made a Doctor of Divinity by 
Lombard University.

THE TOMAHAWKS AT REST 


ACTION ON THE NICHOLS BILL 
AGAIN DEFERRED. 
WOMAN’S SUFFRAGE QUESTION 
GIVES RISE TO PLEASANTRIES—MORE 
MONEY WANTED FOR THE PRISONS. 

ALBANY, March 8.—The proceedings in 
the Senate in relation to the Nichols bill to-day 
were brief but suggestive. When the Lieuten- 
ant-Governor announced “ special order of the 
day” Senator Vedder arose and said: ‘ Senator 
Arnold has been called home by a death in his 
family. He is specially desirous of being pres- 
ent during the consideration of his bill. I ask, 
therefore, thatit be made a special order for 
next Monday night.” 

‘Is that the only raason for the Senator’s re- 
quest?” cynically demanded the leader of the 
Democratié host. 

** Absolutely the only reason,” was the reply. 

“Out of courtesy to Senator Arnold, then, I 
will not oppose the request,” said Senator Can- 
tor. 

“Ah, very kind,” drawled the swarthy Ved- 
der. 

There is a growing disposition among the Re- 
publicans to harmonize upon Col. Fred Grant 
and pass a bill making him the only salaried 
Quarantine Commissioner, and giving him as 
associates the Presidents of the Boards of 
Health of New-York and Brooklyn. Senators 
Sloan, Robertson, O'Connor, Hendricks, and 
Fassett all seem to think that this is a sensible 
way out of the woods. 

For nearly three hours the Senators talked 
about everything but the Coggeshall bill giving 
women the right to vote at municipal elections 
and at elections for Supervisors and Excise 
Boards, although the bill was nomirally under 


consideration at the time. The Democrats op- 
posed the bill and twitted the Republicans of a 
suddenly acquired fondness for women, and 
the Republicans retorted that theirs was the 
only party that had ever promoted humanity. 
The discussion took such a wide range that the 
Governor of this State naturally was introduced, 
and the story of his musical clocks, billiard and 
pool tables, piano, and four-hundred-dollar bed, 
which has traveled from Maine to Texas, was 
for the first time recited in the onyx chamber. 

Senator Fassett brought the Governor into 
such ridicule in its narration that Senator Can- 
tor became exceeding personal, and Assembly- 
man Sheehan, who was a listener, could hardly 
refrain from jumping into the bear garden and 
striking right and left. The bill was progressed, 
but there are grave doubts about its reaching 
the Governor if it is fortunate enough to pass 
the Senate, and of this there are some doubts at 
present. Itmay possibly receive a single Dem- 
ocratic vote—that of Senator Murphy. x 

Prison Superintendent Lathrop this morning 
sent to the Legislature the following communi- 
cation: 

“The $250,000 appropriated Feb. 4 for the State 
prisons will be exhausted by the 15th of this month, 
and unless further appropriations are promptly 
made the Superintendent will be compelled to stop 
work in the prisons and the convicts must be left in 
idleness. The Wardens of the State prisons have paid 
into the State Treasury since July 1, 1887, $1.093.- 
781 02; but not one dollar of this money can be 
drawn out for the continuance of work until re- 
appropriated by the Legislature. It seems unwise 
to again disorganize the business and discipline of 
the prisons and place the convicts in enforced idle- 
ness by withholding necessary and sufficient appro- 
priations, 

“ The following sums were appropriated for prison 
purposes last year: March 4, $1.000,000; April 23, 
$450,000; June 6, $300,000; total, $1,750,000. But 
only $250,000 has been appropriated this year. 

“ The situation is such as to require prompt action, 
but the Superimtendent is powerless ard has no 
discretion under the law, and can only bring the 
matter to the attention of the Legislature and leave 
to it the responsibility for the results that delay will 
bring.” 

An amendment to the game laws, which prac- 
tically annuls them so far as eagles and song 
birds are concerned, was introduced in the As- 
sembly by Mr. Tallmadge of Kings County. It 
amends section 12, so that it reads: 

‘No person shall at any time in this State kill or 
expose for sale or have in possession after the same 
is killed any eagle, woodpecker, nighthawk, yellow- 
bird, wren, martin, oriole, or any song bird, except 
upon premises owned or occupied by him, or with 
the consent of such owner or occupant, under a pen- 
alty of $5 for each bird so killed or exposed for sale 
or hadin possession. The possession of any such 
bird may be excused by any werson proving tne 
same to have been caught or killed as herein per- 
mitted.” 

The amendments to the present law are in 
italies. 

lt is the understanding now that the Bank 
Committees of the two houses will give a joint 
hearing next week on the Half-Holiday bill. 
The Assembly bill on that subject was up fora 
few minutes this morning, but when the propo- 
sition to give it a hearing was suggested it was 
recommitted to the committes. 

Assemblyman O’Connor introduced a bill grad- 
ing the:park police of New-York City in this 
fashion: First grade—All members who, on 
May 1 next, have been members of the force 
three years; second grade—All who have servea 
less than three and more than one year; third 
grade—All other members and those who may 
become members. One year’s service inthe two 
lower grades shall entitle amemberto promotion 
to the next grade above, promotion to be con- 
tingent on examination and approval by the 
Park Commissioners. The salaries of the mem- 
bers of the first grade shall be $1,200; second 
grade, $1,100; third grade, $1,000. The Park 
Commissioners are authorizea to make rules 
and regulations for the enforcement of this act. 

By the terms of an amendment to the law of 
1887 limiting the right to solemnize marriage to 
ministers of the Gospel or of incorporated relig- 
ious societies, priests of every denomination, 
Mayors, Aldermen, and Recorders of cities, 
Judges of the County Courts, and Justices of the 
Peace, the right is extended to Justices of the 
New-York District Courts. 

Mr. Demarest of Rockland introduced a bill 
repealing the Ives pool law of last year, the re- 
peal to take effect immediately. 

The Rosenthal bill, which compels owners of 
warehouses to be licensed like dogs, will have a 
hearing in the Committee on Trades and Manu- 
tactures next Tuesday night. The proposed vic- 
tims of the bill consider it a strike of a particu- 
larly vicious character. 

Assemblyman Youngman’s bill giving minor- 
ity stockholders in any corporaticn the right to 
elect one member of the Board of Directors, and 
limiting the amount paidin salaries to 5 per 
cent. of the capital stock, drew to the 
hearing on the bill by the Assembly Ju- 
diciary Committee this afternoon a good 
Teany corporation lawyers. Arguments against 
the bill were made by Hamilton Harris, F. 
L. Westbrook of Kingston, T. C. T. Crain of 
New-York, who the other day appeared here 
and championed the Tammany anti-trust bills; 
Judge Kellogg of Plattsburg, and Elibu [oot. 
To speak in favor of it appeared William J. 
Gaynor of Brooklyn, who has recently been in- 
terested in litigation to protect the rights of a 
minority stockholder frozen out of a baking 
powder company in that city, and J. Fenimore 
Cooper and George L. Stedman of Albany. 

The proprietor of a nerve tonic which has 
been heartily recommended to the Platt men in 
the Senate, appeared before the Assembly 
Public Health Committtee to-day with ex-As- 
semblyman Fenner and W. H. Lucky of 
Rochester, to argue against the bill to compel 
manufacturers of patent medicines to print 
upon their bottles or boxes a list of ingredients 
of their remedies. Action on this bill hangs fire 
in committee in a Manner which awakens some 
comment. 

The Joint Committee on.Canals to-day heard ar- 
guments against the adoption of the bills provid- 
ing for a reduction inelevatorcharges. Frank- 
lin Woodrutt said there was $25,000,000 invest- 
ed in the business around New-York Harbor, 
and that there was no great amount of profit in 
the business. 8. B. McCue, representing, he 
said, the idle elevators, corroborated Mr. Wood- 
ruff’s statements concerning the profits of ele- 
vating, and said that elevators remained closed 
five months out of the year. George Clinton 
spoke for the Buffalo elevators, which paid, he 
said, no more than 5 per cent. net on the capital 
invested. He insisted that a reduction in rates 
would drive the elevators out of the business, 
and thus necessarily force the business to the 
railroads. 

Commissioner Henry L. Sprague of the New- 
York Board of Education and Capt. Crownin- 
shield of the schoolship St. Marys appeared be- 
fore Mr. Crosby’s Cities Committee this after- 
noon to protest against the passage of the Ham- 
ilton bill abolishing the training of boys on the 
schoolship. They said that this department of 
the public school system was doing a great 
deal of good in equipping young  sea- 
men‘ for the merchant service. The 
Government loans the vessel and provides 
instructors from the navy, and all that 
the city of New-York has to pay toward their 
maintenance is about $25,00U annually. Mr. 
Hamilton did not appear to press his bill. Mr. 
Sprague and Commissioner Randolph Guggen- 
heimer also appeared before the Senate Cities 
Committee in opposition to a proposed amend- 
ment to Mr. Cantor’s bill, by which the Board 
of Education is practically deprived of the priv- 
‘lege of selecting school sites, and this power is 
conferred upon the Sinking Fund Commission- 
ers.

STILL PREFERRING HANGING. 





DR. HAMMOND ATTACKING THE PRO- 
POSED USE OF ELECTRICITY. 

The Society of Medical Jurisprudence last 
evening discussed the best method of executing 
criminals. Dr. Hammond opened and closed it 
with an argument in favor of strangulation by a 
silk or cotton rope. 

“The subject,” he said by way of explanation, 
“should be seated in a chair and firmly bound 
and a cap drawn over the head and face. One 
end of the rope should be scientifically adjusted 


about his neck. The other end of the rope 
should be run through an ordinary block pulley 
fastened overhead. The subject, at a signal, 


should be hoisted in the air and left 
there to die. Constriction would rob 
him of all consciousness and sensation in 


a few moments and his death would be painless. 
The execution should take place ina suitable 
compartment of the jail. This orderly lynching 
process would be effectual and merciful. Vio- 
lent movements of the limbs, rolling of the eyes, 
and other spasmodic signs are not evidences 
of sensibility any more than the contor- 
tions of an epileptic. The subject first 
feels great heat in the head, bright lights dance 
before his eyes, there is atingling all over the 
body, roaring sounds in the ears, sometimes 
ravishing sounds of music, a feeling of heavy 
weights to the feet, then—insensibility. There 
is no testimony of pain that I have discovered.”’ 

Dr. Hammond severely criticised the report 
of the State commission that recommended 
executions by elecricity. He said the objections 
raised against the present method of execution 
could apply with equal force to any form of 
execution. ‘“ The arguinents are,” he said, ‘the 
weakest I have ever seen in an official paper, 
and 1 can’t understand what the gentlemen 
bad in their minds when they advanced them in 
support of their electrical plan. I can find no 
good reason in the report for a changein the 
law or why certain recommendations in the re- 
port should not be applied to the existing proc- 
ess, aiming not to break the subject’s neck but 
to strangle him. 

Dr. Emil Brill contended that Dr. Hammond’s 
argument could not be supported on physio- 
logical grounds. Owing to the flexible and 
elastic character of the human neck there could 
not be constriction sufficiept to produce insensi- 
bility under four or tive minutes. While he was 
not vpposed to a trial of the electrical method, 
he believed there was nothing so effective and 
certain as the guillotine. 

Dr. Irwin drifted from the argument and de- 
clared that he objected to any mercy being 
shown a murderer. His principle was to let the 
punishment fit the crime, no matter if inquisito- 
rial torture was necessary. 

Dr. Quimby sided with Dr. Hammond, but sug- 
gested that a wurderer could be made a benefit 
to society by being compelled to support those 
whom he had robbed of a protector. 

Dr. Wood remarked, in a cold-blooded way, that 
he had the pleasure of witnessing several execu- 
tions and conicided with Dr. Hammond. He, 
however, discriminated between insensibility by 
strangulation and shock, 

C. H. Kitchel could not see any moral effect 
from the present method of execution and fav- 
ored the suggestion of the New-Jersey pbysi- 
cion. 

Dr. Spitzka believed there was nothing like 
the guillotine, and thought that when the sub- 
ject is hanged or drowned his first moments are 
indicative of intense ageny. 

By way of settling a dispute between Dra. 
Hammond and Brill, the former said he could 
render the latter insensible by pressing two 
thumbs against the carotid artery. Dr. Brill, 
who is a light-weight physically compared to 
his colleague, accepted the offer and promptly 
submitted to the experiment. It was unsuccess- 
+ gaat apparently rather painful for Dr. 

rill. 

The society finally adopted a resolution against 
the bill now before the Legislature, Dr. Brill 
alone dissenting.

It was deemed entirely impolitic 
to do anything of the kind, and a call will be 
issued for a general meeting of the association, 
to take place March 22, to consider the revision 
of rule 33 of the by-laws of the association. This 
rule provides that athletes of the associated 
clubs can enter and compete. only at games 
given by these clubs orat approved games. It 
is suggested that the rules be changed so as to 
read “‘at any meeting not disapproved by the 
Executive Committee of the National Associa- 
tion of Amateur Athletes.” Amateur Union 
men willlook on this as a big concession. A 
move was made to have the annual champion- 
ship meeting held in the Spring this year, but 
the best dates were found to be claimed already, 
so it was laid over till Fall. Sept. 15 was chosen, 
Mr. Storm agreeing that the Manhattans would 
change that date it they had selected it, provid- 
ing Sept. 8 was not claimed.

OVER MAINE’S TERRITORY 


EASTERN TERMINUS OF JHE’ 
CANADIAN PACIFIO. 
ANDREWS, IN NEW - BRUNSWICK, 
CHOSEN AS THE PLACE, AND THE 
ROAD TO BUILD ITS OWN TRACKS. 

BANGOR, Me., March 8.—The question 
which has most agitated railroad circles 
throughout Eastern New-England the past two 
years has been that of the final terminus of the 
Canadian Pacific Read, which is now being 
built through the wilderness of Northern Maine, 
and on which many thousands of men have 
been at work for over one year. Boston, Port- 
Jand, Castine, on Penobscot Bay, and St. John, 
New-Brunswick, have been talked of aa the 
places where the great bulk of the products of 
the West would be put on shipboard for Eu- 
rope, but late developments make it almost 
absolutely clear that St. Andrews, New-Bruns- 
wick, situated on the Canadian side of the St. 
Croix River, and distant only about one mile 
from American soil, will be the place. 

St. Andrews is one of the oldest towns in 
America, having been one ofthe early garrison 
and cathedral cities of the New World, and, as 
regards its position, is one of the best seaports 
on the continent. The approaches to the harbor 
from seaward are safe, the water in both 
passages leading in by the island from Passa- 
maquoddy Bay are deep, and for which the ice 
king has no terrors, while the harbor itself is 


protected by natural sea walls. For many years 
it has been but merely a Summer resort for 
Parliament ofticials and other wealthy Canadi- 
ans, but lately some remarkable transac- 
tions in real estate have taken place, 
Over 1,500 acres, including Chamcook Island 
and land in the town itself, on which are many 
buildings, farms having a frontage on the 
shore, &c., have been purchased outright or 
bonded, At the head and front of this move- 
ment are Sir Leonard Tilley, a Canadian Pacific 
otficial and Lieutenant-Governor of New-Bruns- 
wick, to whom the land has been conveyed; F. 
W. Cram, General Manager of the New-Bruns- 
wick Railway, which has become part of the 
Canadian Pacific system, and C. Veasie Lord of 
Bangor, Me., whuv represents the syndicate of 
American capitalists and railroad men. 

Aftera big tight in the Maine Legislature a 
charter was granted the foreign corporation to 
build from the Canadian line, on the Northwest 
boundary, across the State by the foot of 
Moosehead Lake to Mattawamkeag on the 
Maine Central, an air line of about 125 miles, 
At this time it was agreed by the Canadians 
that the Maine Central rail should be used to 
Vanceborough, on the New-Brunswick line, pro- 
viding this latter road would make its grades 
and curves to conform to the requirements 
of the Canadian Subsidy act. which was 
agreed to, but which has not been done. 
Tne reason of this is that the Canadian people 
Intend to go again before the Legislature next 
Winter and ask for a charter to continue on 
through the wilderness straight to tidewater 
opposite St. Andrews, and they do not look for 
serious opposition from the Maine Central for 
the reason that this latter road is but part and 

arcel of the Boston and Maine system. The 

oston and Maine control the Lowell Road out 
of Boston, and as they must look to the Cana- 
dian Pacitic for Western connections cannot af- 
ford to antagonize them in their desires and 
needs in Maine. It is the greatest surprise 
which ever came upon railroad circles in this 
section, and has been managed with remarkable 
shrewdness. 


LOOKING AFTER FREIGHT TRAFFIC. 
CuicaGo, March 8.—The General Man- 

agers of railroads in the Central Traffic Associa- 

tion to-day passed the following resolutions: 

Resolved, That this association deprecates, and 
pledges its members to use all efforts to stop, under- 
billing in weights of freights, misrepresertatious of 
articles, misstating points of origin, or the manuipu- 
lation of rates by which any forwarders or routes 
secure undue and unreasonable advantages. 

Resolved, That this association recommends to 
Congress the passage of such a law or amendments 
to the existing act as may be requisite to accomplish 
thoss ends and which will apply like and equal ob- 
ligations and penalties to both railways and for- 
warders who resort to the aforesaid methods which 
result in preference and discrimination. 

Resolved, ‘ihat the facts pow or hereafter in the 
possession of the Chairman relating to underbilled 
and misrepresented weights, misdescriptions of con- 
tents of articles and packages, and secret manipula- 
tions of billing, be conveyed by him to the Senate 
Committee on Inter-State Commerce and to the 
Inter-State Commerce Commission. 

The General Freight Committee to-day recom- 
mended to the managers that, beginning March 
19, all freight east bound from Chicago, whether 
local or through, from Western points, should 
be charged the local rates from Chicago to the 
seaboard. This was ratified. A system of 
weighing and inspection at Western termini of 
trunk limes and various points in the associa- 
tion was adopted, to take effect April2. In the 
matter of charging local rates, east bound, on 
trattic from Western points, it was decided that 
all junctions north of Peoria should take Chi- 
cago rates as their proportions and all junctions 
south of Bloomington and Peoria to take East 
St. Louis proportions of through rates. 


CHIEF PROBLEMS UNTOUCHED. 

CuIcaGo, March 8.—The meeting of the 
Western and Northwestern lines to effect a set- 
tlement of the present rate trouble began at 
Chairman Faithorn’s office this morning. While 
all roads were represented, several of the Gen- 


eral Managers were not present. Owing to this, 
the meeting devoted time to a reconsideration 
of such sections of the agreement as had been 
unanimously adopted, reatlirming them, and 
thus disposing of a larger portion of the com- 
pact. The two or three essential points over 
which there is to be a dispute were laid to one 
side, so that the decks may be cleared for action 
when all of the General Managers get together. 
There are some questions upen which there are 
such radical divergences of opinion that there 
is a general belief prevalent that the meeting 
will come to naught. Besides, the General Man- 
agers are so engrossed With the strike situation 
that they are in no mood to give any long or 
attentive consideration to rate matters, An- 
other session will be held to-morrow.

bosses of Brooklyn, who has.an unprofitable- 
contract for dredging Newtown Creek upon his 
hands and wants at least to come out even, and 
for furthering the interests of David B. Hill 
through Shore Inspector Cornelius Ferguson, 
aid not slip through the Assembly Committee on 
Trades and Manufactures to-day as its putative 
father hoped it would. On the contrary, it 
drew into the committee a lot of gentlemen 
not one of whom had a good word to say for the 
bill, but vigorous remarks to make against it. 
On the face of it the bill simply permits the de- 
positin Long Island Sound, at a place to be 
designated by the Shore Inspector, not less than 
20 miles from the Battery, dredgings, stones, 
earth, mud, ‘ashes, and refuse,” the words in 
quotation marks having been inserted since the 
bill was printed. The act is amendatory of the 


present law, but underit the Shore Inspector, 
Who now gets $30,00v w year from the State for 
expenses, receives all fines for violation of the 
original act. Ferguson’s pickings are pretty fat 
Dow, but a privilege such as is contemplated in 
the Haggerty bili would increase tham mightily. 

“It is a soft snap for the Shore Inspector,” 
said Assemblyman Rhodes of Westchester when 
Chairman Enz of the Committee on Trades and 
Manufactures called the committee to order at 
9:30 o’clock and Mr. Haggeriy had a chance to 
look around and wonder how all those people 
got there at that early hour. Commodore Gil- 
bert W. Hawes of the American Yacht Club and 
two or three of the other gentlemen present 
Wanted to hear what the persons favoring the 
bill had to say before they voiced the opposition, 
but Mr. Haggerty said the committee had been 
called together to hear those opposed to the 
measure. Chairman Enz in response to a ques- 

ion admitted that as far as he knew nobody had 
intimated to the committee that the bill should 
be reported favorably except its author, Mr. 
Haggerty. 

_ Assistant Corporation Counsel Scott, represent- 
ing the city of New-York, spoke against the bill. 
The city, he said, spent $3,000,000 annually to 
improve its dockage, and the National Govern- 
ment had spent millions in improving Heli Gate, 
and contemplated spending millions more to 
build a ship canal between the East River and 
, the Hudson. Nothing would go further to de- 
stroy the effect;of such work and render it 
valueless thun any lessening of the depth of 
water in the Sound. Although the bill did not 
contemplate the dumping of garbage in the 
Sound, garvage would certainly be deposited 
there to the great detriment of the oyster beds, 
upon which thousauds of people depended for a 
livelihood. Tbe only person Mr. Scott knew of 
who wanted this bill to become a law was a con- 
tractor who wanted to cut down his towage 
charges, 

Commodore Ha ves said the question was 
Wider than the ruin of individual people on the 
Sound. It was the injury of a great and valu- 
able waterway. ‘‘Who wants this bill?’ he 
asked. ‘‘I failto hear of anybody who desires 
that we shall have a new and dangerous law 
placed on the statute books.” 

Fish Commissioner E. G. Blackford engaged 
ihe attention of the committee while he cencise- 
ly stated the admitted objections to the proposed 
bill. Six wmwonths ago, he said, a contractor 
dredging Newtown Creek had come to him and 
told him that he had secured the permission of 
the Shore Inspector todump dreagings at the 
point where the bill would give him a legal 
rixht to—a point near Execution Rock. The 
contractor dexired Mr. Blackford’s consent, say- 
ing thathe did not need it, but asa matter of 
courtesy had asked for it. The Fish Commis- 
sioner told him that the Shore Inspector had no 
right to grant such permission, that he himself 
had no right and would not grantit if he had, 
and that if be caught the contractor dumping in 
the Sound he would arrest him, 

* The result, I suppose,” said Mr. Blacktord, 
“is the introduction of this bill, which, if it be- 
comes a law, would destroy thousands of acres 
of valuable oyster beds which the State has 
hitherto jealously guarded. But two interests 
can be served by the passage of this bill—one 
the contractor’s and the other to add largely to 
the emoluments of the Shore Inspector, who is 
not, I believe, suffering for money.” 

The committee took an adjournment till after 
the Assembly session, and then met again. 
Commodore Lowrey and Treasurer Busch of the 
Larchmont Yacht Ciub told the committee 
that any such rights as this bill proposed to 
graut would ruin their property for the uses to 
which the club had dedicated it, and a repre- 
sentative of the Larchmont Manor Company 
urged the committee to protect the $2,000,000 
the company had invested there. A like 
plea was made by Assemblyman Gordon, rep- 
resenting the New-York Athletic Club, which 
has already spent $58,000 in the vicinity of the 
proposed dumping ground, and intends to spend 
$100,000 more. Comniodore Gerry of the New- 
York Yacht Ciub said that to permit dumping in 
the Sound would destroy the finest yachting 
ground on the coast in order that a contractor 
who aid not Know where to dump dredging 
might ve enlightened. To pass the bill would 
be toopen the door to an injury toa sheet of 
water which ought to be preserved for purposgs 
of navigation, Captain Bell of Pelham, repre- 
senting the Westchester County oystermen, and 
W. H. Campbell, Assemblyman Cashow, Robert 
Mersereau, and Assemblyman Huntting of Long 
Island, were among the other speakers. 

The lacerated teelings of Mr. Haggerty com- 
pelied him to rise in the Assembly during the 
session aud, referring to some statements in the 
news columns of THE TIMES, denied that either 
Join Y. McKane or Shore Inspector Ferguson 
are interested in his bill. Circumstances com- 
pei the beiief that Mr. Haggerty is mistaken in 
his opinion. 

The committee went into executive session 
immediately after the hearing and considered 
what disposition to make of the bill. Chairman 
Enz proposed that a vote should be taken as to 
whether the bill should be reported favorably or 
unfavorable. Some of his fellow-members, how- 
ever, seemed to think that Mr. Haggerty was en- 
titled to extraordinary credit for not rushing 
the bill through the committee when it first met, 
and with that thought in view in was decided 
that Mr: Haggerty should have the right to call 
up the bill whenever desired. Later in the ses- 
sion, according to Mr. Enz, a reporton the bill 
may be made.

NOT IO BE OUIDONE. 


THE HAMBURG-AMERICAN COMPANY 


BUILDING TWO FINE STEAMERS, 

The two new steamships of the Hamburg- 
American Packet Company now being built by 
the Vulcan Company, Stettin, and by Laird 
Brothers, Birkenhead, will be named Normannia 
and Columbia. Itis expected that they willbe 
ready for use in the Spring of 1889. They will 
be valuable additions tothe Hamburg-American 
fleet. They will have alength of 460 feet, and 
will be 56 feet wide and 38 feetdeep. They 
will have 12,500 horse power, and be of 10,000 


tons burden. There will be five decks. Eleven 
bulkheads will divide the vessels into water- 
tights compartments, and, a8 none will Lave an 
entrance below the main deck, the vessels will 
notonly be practically unsinkable, but safe from 
fire, which can easily be confinea to one com- 
partment. Should two even of the largest com- 
partments be flooded the vessels will still be 
sate and navigable. 

Each steamer will be fitted with 10 large life- 
boats, with patent machinery for lowering 
them. The two engines will bein separate com- 

artments, subdivided by a water-tight bulk- 

ead, andeach set of machinery will drive a 
separate screw. The steamers will have double 
bottoms, and will be made of as light a draught 
as possible to enable the vessels to run up the 
Elbe as far as Hamburg and to cross Sandy 
Hook Bar at all tides. The boilers will bein 
three water-tight compartments, cut off from 
each other. The lighting will be by 
electricity, which there will be 
two motors. The cabin accommodations 
will consist of 98 staterooms, of which 
70 will be outside, and 9 on the promenade deck. 
There will be amusic room and two first cabin 
saloons on the promenade deck. The smoking 
room on the promenade deck will have a bar 
adjoining at which an American bartender will 
preside. The second cabin will have SO state- 
rooms and a large saloon. The steerage passen- 
gers will have better accommodatious than 
usual, the steerage being fitted with staterooms 
containing several berths each. 

The annual meeting of the company will be 
held at Hamburg on March 28, and a dividend 
on the full capital stock will be declared.

“panic” which for months has been so industri- 
ously builletined as due when King William died.

There was only one suspicious fact attending 
the abundant announcements of,the Emperor's 
death. That lay in the fact that not one of the 
big banking houses with German connections 
could obtain any verification of the ‘** news” 
that the tickers and the afternoon newspaper 
extras retailed. ‘*Nothingis known outside of 
the sick room,” said one cable dispatch from 
Berlin. But so positive and so circumstantial 
were the other dispatches that nobody hesitated 
to give the news confidence. The event had 
been so generally discounted in speculative cir- 
cles that its formal publication could have no 
surprise in it.

THAT PARIS RAIL. 
“MR. FOWLER THINKS IT WON'T DO 
IN NEW-YORK. 

George L. Fowler lectured before the 
polytechnic section of the American lnestitute 
last-evening on “ The Paris and Other European. 
Tramways.” Mr. Fowler said that the new rail: 
which Mayor Hewitt has proposed for use on- 
‘the city’s railways is the same that has been 
adopted as the standard by the Compagnie 
Genéralé des Omnibus of Paris. This, he said, 
is 80 radical aninnovation and calls for such an 
absolute change in the present method of 
construction that it is worthy of the 
most careful consideration. In  construct- 


ing - the roadbed, where this rail is 


used, a trench 8 feet wide and 14 inches deep is 
excavated in the street. In the bottom of this 
there is placed a layer of broken stone mixed 
with a light coment, and the top is floated even 
with a coating of concrete, the whole having an 
average thickness of 8 inches, ora little more. 
This bed forms a perfectly smooth and even sur- 
face and is free from the destructive actiou of 
frosts. The rail is laid on this and held by cast- 
iron chairs. Two double-headed rails are used, 
each weighing about 40 pounds to the yard. 
They are bolted together with a space between 
them to form a groove for the flange of the 
wheel, and the paving is brought up close to 
their upper edges. The cost of this roadbed is 
about $14,000 a mile of single track. 

When it is taken into consideration that ar 
American road of most approved construction 
rarely costs more than $10,000 a mile; that 
New-York streets are filthy, while those of Paris 
are clean; that in New-York there 18 poor drain- 
age; that frosts will come in between these 
rails and force them apart, and also freeze the 
mud that will lodge in the groove even with the 
top of the rail, it will be seen that traveling on 
such a tramwayin cold weather would be aub- 
ject to continual delays. The constant ripping 
of the road bed for repairs would also bea 
source of perpetual annoyance. ‘From these 
things,” he continued, ‘‘we must conclude that 
our worthy Mayor will have to reform the Street 
Cleaning Department, give us streets free from 
mud, and reconstruct the Department of Public 
Works, so that the pavings may be kept in re- 
pair, before his built-up grooved rail can be 
adopted as a practical part of a system.”

DRUNKEN MEN’S RIGHTS. 
AN INTERESTING DECISION BY JUSTICE 
VAN BRUNT. 

“Drunken men have some rights,” re- 
marked Corporation Counsel Beekman yester- 
day afternoon, when his attention was called to 
a decision by Presiding Justice Van Brunt of the 
Supreme Court, General Term. The case was an 
appealina suit by James Lynch against the 
city. He sued the corporation to recover dam- 
ages for injuries received by falling down a 
thirty-foot embankment at West Boulevard and 
One Hundred aud iwenty-fifth-street. It was 
alleged that the accident was caused by an im- 
periect sidewalk. The defense raised the point 
that there was contributory uegiigence by the 
plaintiff, and eridence was offered on the 
trial to show that he was intoxicated. 
The trial Judge charged the jury that 
they might consider intoxication as cou- 
tributory negligence. He stated the 
rule correctly in one part of his charge ana 
in another gave only part of it, thus, 1t was 
held, confusing the jurors. The General Term 
saidit could not discriminate as to what the 
trial Judge really meant. He had evidently 
given the rule too broadly in saying that the 
jury might consider intoxicavion as cun- 
tributory negligence. Asa matter of fact they 
were enlitled to consider the fact that Lynch 
was drunk atthe time of the accident in con- 
nection with other evidence offered in deter- 
mining the question as to whether he was 
guilty of contributory negligence or not. Jus- 
tice Van Brunt found that the trial Judge erred 
and reversed the judgment, granting a new 
trial. 

‘this is a reaftirmation of the famous doctrine 
of the California Judge: ‘“ A drunken wan is as 
much entitled to a safe street as @ sober man, 
and is much more in need of It.”

CuicaGco, March 8.—A case of hopeless 
love, hopeless because the man was wedded to 
another, has led to two suicides in this city 
within 24 hours. Yesterday William 8S, Hart- 
well, ex-Freight+ Auditor of the Chicago and 
Northwestern Railroad, shot himself through. 
the headin his bathroom., No cause could be: 
given atthe’ time for the deed except that he. 
had seemed despondent for some weeks, but to-- 
day the reason was brought to light by another 


‘suicide, Early this morning William Galbitch, 


janitor of the Japanese Building on State and 


Jackson streets, noticed a light in the manicure 
shop of Mrs. M. E. Cobb, entered the room, and 
found Miss Josie McCullom, aged 24, the man- 
ager, dead in an operating chair. She had taken 
poison. Hartwell’s photograph was found on a 
table near her, and on the floor was a letter he 
wrote yesterday which said: 


My OWN DEAR JOSIE: By the time you have read 
this letter I will be dead and gone. Continue to be 
the true woman I have always known you to be. 
You are young, and life has a brilliant future for 
you. ITamtruetoyou. God bless you. 


Miss McCullom had left two letters, one ad- 
dressed to Mrs. Mary E. Cobb, 66 West Twenty- 
third-street, New-York City, and the othertoa 
sister in Chicago. They rested on a sheet of pa- 
per on which was written: “I dle true tothe 
resolution I made to my best friend. I die with 
him.” Dr. Payne, who has his office across the 
atreet from the place where the girl took her 
life, was both her doctor apd adviser, as well as 
the physician of Mr. MHartwell’s family. 
‘““Mrs. Hartwell,” said he to-day, “took 
this young woman from an industrial school in 
Milwaukee about three years ago. She became 
aservantintke family. Mr. Hartwell’s great 
interestin the woman caused some trouble in 
his family. They quit housekeeping last Suim- 
mer and lived on North State-street. Miss Mc- 
Cullom took a room in the vicinity. Shesecured 
@ position at Marsball Fields’s. Then she went 
into Mrs. Cobb’s office as manager. About 3 
o’clock yesterday afternoon she came into my 
office. er eyes were full of tears and she was 
too excited to sitdown. Shecarrieda 3-o’clock 
paper in her hand and said: ‘They told me he 
had committed suicide, but 1 see nothing here 
aboutit. I wonderif itis possible.’ When she 
told me that she had reference to Mr. Hartwell 
I couldn’t believe her.” 

The Coroner’s inquest brought out the fact 
that last night the girl was greatly agitated. 
She and Hartwell, ahe told one of them, had 
agreed to die together, but before he shot him- 
self he bad written her the note found by her 
side this morning. She had said that she would 
kill herself, and in spite of all her friends could 
do she would only at last agree to be at the shop 
this morning. She kept her word, and there it 
was that she was found dead. It is a curious 
part of this story that Hartwell, in spite of his 
infatuation, had always been regarded by his 
acquaintances as a@ model husband. As a man 
of business he stood high. 

Two other Chicago wowen attempted suicide 
to-day, one successfully. Mrs. H. Smith of Ken- 
sington set her clothing on fire, but her husband 
managed to get a blanket around her and then 
threw her into a ditch full of water. Mrs. Lizzie 
Miller, 52 years old, hanged herself at her hoine, 
86 Garden-street. Domestic troubles led to these 
suicides.

FRENCH NAVAL STRENGTH 


WHHEPH I1 Is 
PARED WITH ITALY’S, 

THE DESIRE TO STRENGTHEN 1T—80ME 
OF THE FIGHTING SHIPS—THE STATE 
OF RUSSTA’S FINANCES. 

Paris, Feb. 22.~Tho discussion of the 
udget which How occupies the French Cham- 
ders has been fruitfel in most unpleasant and 
liscoufaging revelations, esnedially in the mat- 
jer of pavalaffairs. Miliions have already been 
spent, Hifiiions are being spent every year, on 
she French Navy, and the resuit ts a marked in- 
leriority to the navies of every other nation 
with which France is exposed to come in con- 
fict. Why this inferiority? aska the pnblic. 
Why is our malériel in such an unsatisfactory 
sondition? Why are our teans of defense in- 
ufficient? There isa connection between the 
wo culnplaints iuvolved in the two questions, 
The French iron-clads fit for immediate service 
ire at present divided between two squadrona, 
me intended to protect the western coast and 
thannel ports; the other, under its old name of 
he Mediterranean squadron or ‘squadron of 
rvolutions,” is stationed at Toulon. Eut the 
Irst of these is yet in an embryo state. One 
mnly of the three iron-clads which were to have 
1omposed it ig ready to leave the Cherbourg 
locks; on the two others several hundred car- 
renters are still busily employed, and neither 
‘an be assigned for a long time tocome. In 
hort, the defense of the French northern ports 
xists solely upon paper, and, if a European 
war were to be declared, within three days at 
he outside a Germun fleet might present itself 
vefore Cherbourg with the assurance of finding 
here 10 nore Serious resistance than could be 
fered by tbe fortification of the harbor, 


tcknowledged by the French teclinicians to be 
nsufiicient, and by a few old pontous baptized 
tinder the pompous designation of garde cétes. 
As tothe forpilleurs, to which Admiral Aube 
tacrificed everything, the less said by their ad- 
uirers the better. Admiral Aube was mad over 
orvedoes; Le spent oceans of money on the 
sonstruction of these institutions and on experi- 
nents which failed to prove his pet theory that 
he * pigmy of the deep must always get the best 
if the leviathan,” and the upshot is that seven 
puly of them can possibly go to sea, and not 
‘wen they in bad weather or to any consid- 
trable distance, while of the balance the 
majority heave their machinery so badly dam- 
aged that they have becomeabsolutely worthless 
for aby practical use, or have been built upon 
modeig so detestable, especially for those of 
tmall size, that naval envineers are onthe look- 
out for new and practical types. Nor is the situ- 
ttion much better as regards fixed torpedoes, 
und alihough the Council of Seacoast Defense 
lave adopted small plans for the armament of 
thore batteries, not one of their excellent 
projects has been put into execution. 

*We are lost,” say the pessimw.sts; ‘we are 
notin a position to resist even the Italians in the 
Mediterranean basin, so greatis the superiority 
of the [talian fleet!” Personally, and on the 
authority of experts, I tuink this appreciation 
is eXaggerated, especially when I remember 
Lissu and the issue of that enzagement between 
[taliap iron-clads and the wooden hulks of Aus- 
ria. In reality, the French have nine armored 
yessels in the Mediterranean against four 
{talians, and, if the Italia, the Dandolo, the 
Lepanto, and the Duilio are of greater speeil, 
wore thickly cuirassed, and of greater tonnace 
than those commanded by Vice-Admiral Amet, 
they are Mmancuvred with more difficulty than 
the Courbet, the Colbert, the Devastation, and 
the Admiral Duperre, which are ready at Lon- 
ton to take the sea at a few hours’ notice. 
Not that the four above-mentioned monitors 
tre the only ships with metal coating which 
Italy can send out of her ports, but, eacept as 
twelling up the number, neither the Aftorda- 
sere nor the Varese nor the Castelfidardo nor 
the Terribele nor thé Formidabile can be reck- 
9ned as serious Opponents to the French In- 
iomptable, the Redoutabie, the Trident, and the 
Riche:ieu. Unfortunntely one month to six 
weeks’ time at least will be required to get these 
ressels fit for active service, and a good deal of 
nischief can be done in the course of a month or 
ix weeks when there is un absence of all pre- 
iminary precautions on the other side. Still, 
the Gauger of defeat. if Ganger there be, is rot 
n the Mediterranean, but on the Atlantic, 
where only second-class armored ves- 
tels, like the Marengo, the Suffern, and 
the Océan, can be opposed to the five or 
ux German monster iron-clads. And it 18 
‘or this reason thatthe french coast defenses 
should be eapeciaily strengthened at Cherbourg 
tnd in the Channel. The present Minister of 
tiarine knows this, and unreservedly so ex- 
yressed himself betore he got his portfolie, but 
C seems that the desire to keep the portfolios is 
siteu stronger With politicians than principles, 
tnd Admirai Krantz, trusting to the economists 
{c any price, was not as atiirmative as he would 
juve been had he been seated on the Opposition 
astead of the Ministerlal bench, and dodged the 
yuestion putto him by his predecessor in the 
“aval Department and by Adiniral d'Hormoy, 
wno estimates at 15,000,000 frances the expen d- 
ture becessary to prepare for active service 
within @ given time the 10 or 12 iron-clads now 
witting in the dock yards, 

Admiral Dompierre ’ilormoy Is @ pessimist, 
ma his views finda pretty general echo in the 
wuntry. He does not think that the Tonquin 
var has absvlutely ruined the French Navy, but 
ie admits thatio las nut been beitered by that 
vernicious enterprise. Of the lorpilleurs he 
ays: “They may be useful for the defense of a 
yort, but they are unseaworthy. Even the tor- 
vedoes themselves cannot ve turned to good 
wcount, in consequence of the want of fast- 
wiling cruisers.”” Siili, be will not have it that 
he Germau and Italian torpedo boats are nec- 
sesarily any betterthan the French ones. as 
hey bave never veen fairly tried, and Aduural 
,ube’s great error was ‘not to ascertain what 
orpilleurs could, but what they could not ac- 
winplish.” Between G0,0G0.000 and 80,000,- 
10U franes been thrown away on the 
sopstruction of these things, which Admiral 
khube cuonsiered tie type of * vessels of com- 
rat,” and few of the many built can now bo 
rrogounced svaworthy.” Lut other naval men, 
Wthough equally partisans of reforms and im- 
provements With the Adimiral, are not nearly so 
puch pessimists as he, and they caleulate that 
m annual expenditure of 3,000,000Ff, at the out- 
ide will sullice to bring up the French Navy to 
> condition Which would enable it fo hold its 
whit tue Mediterranean and even on the high 
eas in general, if with a resolute chief, and a 
esolute and canadie chief could be easily found, 
f capacity and not political proclivities were the 
miy desideratum, The French Navy is an aris- 
ocratle institution, its officers are, rightly or 
erohyg rspected of prejudices in favor of one 
Yr the ot roof the defunct monarehical régimes, 
md it has pow come to be a duogmain France 
hat, no matter Whatinay result from the meas- 
ie, the dorection of the pational forces cannot 
we inust not be trusted to any One save adyed- 
-the- wool Republican.

Although tho financial sitnation of Russia has 
no connection, at least apparently direct, with 
the cowparative situation of the French and 
Italian Navies, the certainty that Italy and 
Russia will be on opposite sides in the coming 
war perinits me to touch upon the question of 
Russian finances, about which very erroneous 
opinions are expressed, if uot really entertained. 
Russia’s resources are not such as to enable her 
to carry on along war, say the quidnuncs, and 
nothing that this class of wiseacres can advauce 
ean be much further from the truth than this as- 
sertion. Taking the present value of the paper 
rub!e as a standard, the total budget of Russia 
is exactly 1,983,000,000f., of which only 633,- 
000,000f. are appropriated to the service of 
the National debt, which is very little 
superior to the dept of Italy. As [ said in # pre- 
ceding letter. there was very nearly @ balauce 
between receipta and expenditure, and it is cal- 
culated that the current year will give a sur- 
pins of the former. Very few Enropean States 
can Claim an equally satisfactory condition. No 
doubt the value of the paper ruble continues to 
depreciate, but this is entirely owing to the ap- 
terres of war, for, on the other hand, the 

tussian capitalists buy up whenever they can 
all the national securities which the Germans 
are selling off. The Russians have perfect cou- 
tilence in the financial situation of their Gov- 
ernment, and from a financial standpoint are 
not alarmed at the prospect of war. Whatever 
may be its issue its paper currency must rise 
gradually after the couclusion of pexce, as it did

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THELR LABELS PROTECTED. 


NON-UNION CIGARMAKERS MAY NOT USE 
THEM. 

The Cigarmakers’ International Union of 
America bas won its long fightin the courts to 
prevent manufacturers employing non-union 
men from using the “biue label” of the union. 
The Court of Appeals, in the case of Adolph 
Strasser, President of the Cigarmakers’ Inter- 
national Union, and Charles G. Bloete, respond- 
ents, against. Adolph Moonelis, appellant, has 
affirmed the decision of the Supreme Court, 
General Term, reatraining Moonelis, a tenement- 
house cigar manufacturer, from using labels 
purporting to have been issued by the union 


which were proved to have been counterfeits. 
Messrs. Briesen and Steele, attorneys for the 
union, mace a motion last Fall for a preliminary 
injunction against Moonelis at the Special Term 
of the Superior Court of New-York City. which, 
upon argument, was granted by Justice Dugro. 
Moonelis then carried the case to the General 
Term of the Superior Court, and Chief-Justice 
Sedgwick rendered a decision affirming that of 
the Speciai Term. Then the case went to the 
Court of Appeals, with the result as stated. 

The * blue iabels” referred to are issued by the 
union to manufacturers who employ none other 
than members of the union at union rates of 
wages. They are pasted upon the boxes by the 
manufacturer and certify that the cigars in that 
box have been made by a first-class workman, a 
member of the union. Such cigars command, on 
an average, $3 8& thousand more than those 
without the labels. 

Moonelias, until the Summer of 1886, emploved 
members of the union exclusively, paid union 
wages, and was furnished with the labels. In 
the Fallof 1886 he discharged the members of 
the union and employed other cigarmakers not 
members of the union, whereupon the unien 
ceased to supply him with the labels. Then 
Moonrelis got up an imitation label, which con- 
tained the forged signature of A. Strasser, 
President, which he attached to his boxes. The 
defense was to the effect that the members of 
the union do not own the eigars produced by 
them or control their manufacture; consequent- 
ly their labels could not possess the legal value 
of trade marks. That the workman does control 
his own labor and can use an exclusive label to 
designate it, however, Is an important point 
settied in this decision of the Court of Appeals.

NEARLY $5,000 PAID FOR SEATS—SOME 
OF THE BIDS AND BIDDERS—MANY 
SEATS STILL LEFT, 


Poor Tony Hart, who in his palmy days 
was one or the most universally popular of 
actors, but who is now very much of @ physical 
wreck, Will have a thoroughly successful bene- 
fit, from a finaucial point of view, at the 
Academy of Musio text Thursday afternoon. 
That was itsured by the preliminaty sale of 
seats at the Madisou-Square Theatre yesterday. 
Nearly $5,000 was secured then, when all the 
boxes in the big theatre anda great block of 
scats were disposed of at auction to a crowd of 


ladies and gentlemen who filled the cosy little 
theatre. 


Nat C. Goodwin had come on from Philadel- 
phia to sell the boxes, and for an hour he inade 
things exceedingly lively for the erowd who 
paid handsomely to hear him cfack jokes, rattlo 
off slang, new and old, and, iucidentally, help 
swell the fund which is needed to support Tony 
Hart during the remaining years of his life. 
“Our object here to-day,” said Goodwin, as he 
thrust both hands deep in his trousers pockets, ‘*i8 
to he!p one of the best little men that ever played 
in New-York City. When Tony Hart was him- 
self he was honest, charitable, wholesouled, and 
& man who constantly had his hands in his pock- 
ets to help any one deserving assistance, and 
one of the very first to volunteer his services for 


any charitable object. Now that is the kind of 
man that ought to be helped when he needs as- 
sistance, and he needs it now. Bid strong and 
lively, you can’t scare me.” 

There was an upset price of $25 on the 12

Behman's check. 

Then during the cracking of jokes and a never 
halting outpoor of the latest theatrical and race- 
track ** gags” and‘ slangs”’ Mr. Goodwin sold 
the boxes for these prices, including the upset 
price, and to these purebasers: *C” for, $150 to 
Harry Perry; “M” to FEF. 8. Stokes for $125; 
“K" to James Mead for $120; ‘EF’ for $105 to 
the New-Amsterdam Clun; ‘“D” for $100 to 
Nat C. Goodwin himself; “N” and * P’’ to Nate 
Salsbury, whom Goodwin ecailed ‘ the father of 
Buffalo Bill,” and to William H. Crane, respect- 
ively, for $75 each, and the four remain- 
ing boxes, “G,” “J,” *Q,” and “S"” to Leonard 
Grover, Jr., John Mackie, Patrick I’. Sheedy, and 
the Theatrical Mechanics’ Association, respect- 
ively, for $40 each. The latter box will be 
rattled :for among the members of the associa- 
tion, the proceeds of the ratile to be given to the 
Hart fund. 

For the six small proscenium hoxes these 
aggregate sums were paid: “L,” $115 by Tony 
Pastor, Tyson, the speculator, paying a similar 
Bum for Box “B.” The Boston Lodge or Eiks 
bought “O” for $100, and Thomas W. Keene 
paid $50 for Box “HH.”

ORUSSING THR. PYHENEES. 


THE SWITZERLAND OF FRANCE ON THE 
STAGE AT DALY'S, 


The subject of John L. Stoddard’s lecture 
at Daly’s yesterdsy morning, in the series of 
Lenten MatitiGes, was “Tho Pyrénees, the Swits- 
erland of Franoe,” and it was Nstened to by an 
audience which packed the house from orchestra 
to gallery. Tho Stoddard lectures form & favor- 
ite entertainment for ladies, and while many 
gentlemen aro sprinkled through the house, the 
audietics is principally composed of mémbers of 
the gentler sex. ‘I'o these the beautiful pictures 
illustrative of the talk of the lecturer appeal 
with special power, and théy form a very appre- 


clative, if not a very demonstrative, 
audience. The lecture of yesterday was 
the beat of the series thus far 
given from a descriptive and artistic 
point of view, and the speaker was frequently 
interrupted by bursts of applause and peals of 
laughter as he gave some peculiarly humorous 
illustration of life in the Pyrenees. These mount- 
aint barriers, he said, which separate France from 
Spain have not attracted the attention they de- 
serve at the hands of the tourist, though they 
otfer for his contemplation acenea of unsur- 
passed grandeur and unrivaled beanty. Start- 
ing from Bordeaux, at the entrance to the great 
mountain chain, Mr. Stoddard carried his audi- 
ence with him on a trip through Pau, with its 
magnificent castle bringing back to memory 
the history of the famous Henry of Navarre, the 
beautiful watering place of Eaux jonnes, 
paused for a while on the summit of the Pic du 
Midi, the Mont Blane of the Pyrenees, traversed 
the granite mountain and passed down on the 
other side into Spain, made a short visit to Pan- 
ticosa, with its wonderful sniphur baths, ex- 
plored the monstrous amphitheatre which 
forms the wall of Spain, and took hts hearers to 
the monarch of the Pyrenees, the Maladetta, 
which, he snid, was well named the accursed 
mountain, and finally returned to the more at 
tactive French side of the great range, giving 
his hearers a last view of the Pyrenees in the 
shape of a lovely sunset scene, with mountalus 
and waters bathed in golden rars. 

The lecture is # series of pleasat stories of 
travel and adventure in the Pyrenees, and tu 
give anything like a reasonable idea of it in 
printis impossible. Mr. Stoddard’s “ talk’’-for 
itis that rather than a formal lecture—is inter- 
esting, but the great charm of the entertainment 
consists in the pictures used to tilustrate to the 
eye what the speaker is describing to the ear. 
In neither of the two previous lectures this sea- 
son has the opportunity for pictorial display 
been Bo fine, and it is taken advantage of freely. 
The smooth avd easy mountain roads of France, 
the finest in the world; the miles of forest- 
lined paths, the crags and peaks of the 
famous Argelis Pass, Napoleon’s beautiful 
arch at St. Sauveur, one of the lasting monn- 
ments tothe French Emperor; the great mount- 
ain amphitheatre, from which Spain and 
France can be seen spread out on either side; 
Luchon, with its delightful scenery, and the 
mountain cascades tumbling almost perpen- 
dicularly from the towering heights, are but a 
few of the most notable of the many pictures 
which pass in rapid review before the spectator. 
The lecture will be repeated at11 o’ciock this 
morning, as the third in Course B, and afew 
single seats can be had at the box oftice. The 
next lecture in Course A will be delivered next 
Monday morning, the subject Deing ‘Lord 
Byron and His Timos.”

SECURING A BROOKLYN THEATRE—MR. 
D’OENCH FIRM IN HIS DECISION. 
Matters in regard to the Union-Square 
Theatre, so far as the Courtlandt Palmer estate 
is concerned, are unchanged, though some defi- 
nite action will be taken in the next few days to 


break down Superintendent D’Oench’s decision, 
if thatis possible. 

Manager J. M. Hill has been quite seriously 
put out by the unexpected turn of affairs, but 
informed a reporter of TH TIMES that he had 


secured the Amphion Theatre, Brooklyn, and 
would produce “A Possible Case” March 26, 
with the entire strength of the organization. 
The company is rehearsing daily. 

Superintendent D'Oench of the Building Bu- 
rean gave the reasons of his decision in the 
premises, quoting sections 498, 504, and 503 of 
the uew building laws. Section 498 reada: 

“Before any building shall be enlarged, raised, 
altered, or Duilt upon, the same shall be first exam- 
ined by anoficerin the Bureau of Inspection of 
Buildings to ascertain if the building or buildings 
are in good and safe condition to be enlarged, raised, 
altered, or built upon; and no such building shall be 
enlarged, raised, altered, or built upon vuontil after 
such examination shall have been made and a de- 
cision rendered thereon by the Superintendent of 
Buildings, and the decision of sald Superintendent 
after such examination shall be made without 
delay.” 

Section 504 reads that the Superintendent 
shallhave full power (except as otherwise pro- 
vided) in passing upon any question relative to 
the mode, manner of construction, or materials 
to be used In the “erection” or “ alicration” of 
any building or structure iu the citv,. Mr. 
D'Oench cailed attention to the fact that “ re- 
pairs” were not mentioned at ail. It was not 
necessary to get a permit to make repairs, only 
alterations, and certainly the term ‘‘repairs” 
could not be apphed to the present case. Sec- 
tion 503 simply strengthened his position re- 
garding the difference between “repairs” and 
“alterations.” He had given the matter much 
serious thought and was firm in his decision, 
which is final, unless overruled in court. Ho 
thought the theatre could be “ rebuilt” to com- 
ply with the law very nearly, though the cost 
would be great, and it would be necessary to ab- 
sorb at least 10 feet of ground on either side. 
te was nrm in his decision, and if the Union- 
Square was reopened, it would be rebuilt entire- 
ly or his decision would be annulled in court. 
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HIS LIFE AT STAKE, 

A jury was secured yesterday for the trial 
of Giuseppi Longobardi, who is under indict- 
ment forthe murder of John Barretton Oct, 
16. Assistant District Attorney Bedford opened 
for the prosecution, as Col. Fellows did not feel 
well, In detailing the circumstances of the 
tragedy, he said that the people would prove 
that 1 companion of Longobardi, after insulting 
Barrett’s sisters, struck young Barrett, when 
the latter rushed to their aid, piniored his arms 
and held hint while Longobardi coolly and de- 
liberately shot him. 

Charles Schaug testitied that he first heard 
Mary Barrett, the elder of the two sisiera, say 
to Longobardi’s companion: “If. there was a 
policeman here L would have you arrested.” She 
then hit the companion with her fist, and Longo- 
bardi pushed her away with one hand while 
holding lis friend by the arm with the other. 
The latter then kicked at the girl Young Bar- 
rett then rushed upin response to the call of 
his sister, wand, without pausing, struck Longo- 
bardi in the face, who staxgered back against the 
wall. The other Italian hit young Barrett from 
behind, and Longobardi shot him and ran away. 
Ile was arrested avew minutes later in Roose- 
velt-street, ania billy was found on him. The 
pistol with which the shooting was done was 
also found.

witness if he did not see two of Barrett’s com- 
panious rush to his assistance, surround Longo- 
bardi, push him out into the street,and beat him 
and rob him of his watch.

DEATH OF W. F. LEE. 

William Foster Lee, who died of pneu- 
monia yesterday at his residence, 679 Madison- 
avenue, Was aman who for 30 years had de- 
voted himself to the assistance and encourage- 
inent of young mon without means.

fortunein the dry goods business, but he re- 
tired from trade in the prime of his hfe.

AGAINS1 
AQUEDUCT AWAKD. 
THE MANY CONTRACTS GIVEN TO O'BRIEN 
& CLARK LBADING A TAXPAYER 
TO LEGAL PROCEEDINGS. 


The action of Jacob Ebling, who is en- 
deavoring to compel the Aqueduct Commis- 
Rioners to show cause why they should not 
be permanontly reatrained froma awarding the 
contract for section 16 of the new aque- 
duet to the firm of O’Brien & Clark has 
caused no Httle stir among city officials, and 
is hailed with delight by the many eontractors 
who have so often bid against the powerful com- 
bination which appeared to exist between 
O’Brien & Clark and the Aqueduot Commission- 
era, but whose bids were invariably rejected in 
favor of their powerful rivals. 

The legal proceedings did not advance very 
far yostorday, in consequence of the reftisal of 
John C, Sheehan, the Secretary of the Aqueduct 
Cow mission, to produce the minute books and 
records before the Referee as ordered by Judge 
Barrett. Referee J. A. Davenport was prepared 
to bogin the investigation yesterday alternoon 


at his offee in the Boreel Building. At 
the hour designated John C. Sheehan was 
present, accompanied by John J. Townsend, 
Jr, the Assistant Corporation Counsel, who 
appeared as the representative of the Aqueduct 
Commissioners. 1. Laflin Kellogg was present 
as the counsel for the plaintiff, Jacob Ebling, 
and with him was Arthur H. Sinith of his office, 
who has been prominently connected with the 
case, EK. T. Lovatt was also on hand to wateh 
the proceedings in behalf of Messrs. O'Brien & 
Clark. William Dean, who made a bid for a por- 
tion of the work on section 16 was also present. 

Mr. Townsend ret the ball in motion by stat- 
ing that Mr. Sheehan had been advised by 
counsel that, although he nad access to the 
minute books of the Aqueduet Commission, he 
had no power to produce them before the 
Referee unless with the consent 6f the Commis- 
sioners, despite Judge Barrett's order. At the 
frame time he was perfectly willing to allow Mr. 
ee aee to exawine thein at the Commiasioners’ 
office. 

Mr. Kellogg—I do not know what right the 
Corporation Counsel has to be present. I object 
to his presence, and also that of Mr. Lovatt. No 
one has any right to be present at the examina- 
tion of Mr. Sheehan except the Referee, the 
reporters, and myself. 

Sheehan was then sworn, after which, upon 
Mr. Kelloge’s application, the examination was 
adjourned until to-day at 2 o'clock, in order 
that the books might be investigated. It is 
orobable that there will be a lively tilt between 

{r. Kellogg and Messrs. Townsend and Lovatt 
as to their right to be present. 

Arthur Hi. Smith of Mr. Kellogg's office was 
afterward scen by a TIMES reporter. He said: 
*“Wesimply represent Mr. Jacob Ebling, who, 
as a taxpayer on property valued at $23,000, 
has grown tired of seeing contract after contract 
for work on the aqueduct awarded to O’Brien 
& Clark, when other contractors have mado 
lower bids, the work consequently costing the 
city considerably more money. We do not 
represent either Mr. Dean or the Warren 
Foundry and Machine Company. We are simply 
actingin behalf of Mr. Ebling. Of course it 
may be possible that heis being backed up by 
some one else, but if that is so we have no 
knowledge of it. 

“The fact is that out of 19 contracts, O’Brien 
& Clark have been awarded 10, of the value of 
$8,000,000, to say nothing of several special 
$5,000 contracts and two contracts awarded 
to John A. Lee and Richard Malone, who it is 
claimed are merely dummies of O’Brien & Clark, 
In six contracts awarded to O’Brien & Clark 
there were other proposals lower than theirs 
and on these six awards the city lost over $200,- 
000. It was aonsensical on the part of the 
Commissioners to claim that Mr. Dean’s Ind 
yeaterday was invalid on account of the omis- 
sion of his name, and even if it were, there were 
other bids lower than O’Brien & Clark’a. We 
don’t suggest for a moment that there is any 
corruption or ‘boodle’ in this matter between 
the Commissioners and O'Brien & Clark, but we 
do claim that the latter firm has been shown tn- 
due favoritism by the Commissioners. Weare 
going to fight this matter to the bitter end.” 

Mr. Sheeban viewed the whole proceeding as 
being trivial. ‘‘ There is nothing in the doings 
of the Board of Aqueduct Commissioners,” he 
said, ‘that is not made public. Contracts are 
awarded in the judgment of the Commissioners 
avd upon a careful scrutiny of the bids. The 
Jaw gives the Commissioners this power, and 
they are the sole and only judges.” 

The matter apparently did not disturb Mesars, 
O’Brien and Clark. Mr. Clark said: ** We claim 
that the bid of Mr. Dean is informal. It does 
not stand to reason that a business man like 
Mr. Dean should ferget to sign his name. 
As to the question of bids, we took 
vn contract for the heavy aqueduct work 
for millions of dollars when bids below us were 
thrown out, At that time Messrs, Grace, Dowd, 
Spencer, Thompson, Grant, and Baldwin were 
inembers of the board. The engineer inade us 
oe $680,000 worth of machinery in the work 
yefore We gotadollar back. Our bid then was 
$1,500,000 below the engineer's estimate. As 
to Messrs. Lee & Malone being duminies, that 
ig all nonsense. In fact, we have always been 
business rivals. We propose to tight our way, 
and, believing we are right, expect to win.” 
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SHOALS IN SHE. CHANNEL. 
To the Editor of the New-York Tiines: 

My attention having been called to aletter from 
Col. G. L. Gillespie, United States Engineers, stating 
that “no shoaling whatever had taken place” in 
Gedney’s Channel, New-York Harbor, it is deemed 
proper to state all the facts in such & manner that 
“the public and mariners” will not be misled. On 
the 4th of January, 1888, a letter was received by 
the Superintendent of the Survey from the Board of 
Pilot Commissioners of New-York stating that 
“quite apumber of vesseis had touched something 
a littie to the westward of the inner fairway buoy of 
Gedney’s Channel,” &c. An examination was made 
on the 14th of January under instructions from the 
Superintendent by Lieut. C. P. Perkins, United 
States Navy, which developed the following shoals 
or lumps: 

first—A lump with 23 feet of water over it, 550 
yards west 'y north (Mag.) from inner fairway buoy, 
Gedney’s Channel. The survey of 1885 showed 25 
feet as the least water in this vicinity. 

Second—A lump with 24 feet of water over it, $90 
yards west southwest 7 west (Mag.) from inner 
fairway buoy, Gedney’s Channel. The survey of 
18485 showed ZS feet as the least water at this place, 
‘There are other lumps in this vicinity to the north- 
wardof the sailing line, (Waackack Range,) which 
did not exist at the time of the survey in the Sum- 
mer of 1885. It is true that the buoys were out of 
place (due to floating ice or other causes) at the 
time the Oxamination was made, but the above 
bearings and distances refer to the buoys 
in their proper positions, in which they were 
replaced as soon as the report of their 
being out of position reached the Naval Light 
siouse Inspector of the district. The 24-foot lump 
is adanger to all vessels of heavy draught coming in 
Gedney’s Channel, and the danger did not exist at 
the time of the survey in 1885. None of these 
Jumps are ‘‘the tailend of the Romer Shoal.” From 
tie foregoing facts, established by a special exam- 
ination, it would appear to bo manifest that decided 
ehanges have taken place on the inner end of Ged- 
ney’s Channel since the operation of dredging be- 
gun on the var, and it would be a matter of much 
interest if the cause of these changes could be 
ascertained. During the past Winter the waves 
in southeasterly storms have eroded Coney 
Island beach at a rate entirely unprecedent- 
ed, so far as the records of the Coast 
and Geodetic Survey show. That a  purt 
of the sand thus cut away is deposited on the west- 
ernend of Coney Island there can be little doubt, 
but is it not possible that a portion of it is carried 
by the ebb tide and deposited on or near the bar? 
Or is it not possible that the changes in the inner 
Gedney’s Channel are due to the dredging itself, 
much matter being taken up, held loosely in suspen- 
sion, and deposited on the tlood tide, only a short 
distance from where 1t was taken up? I aminclined 
to think that the latter is the case. Lassume that Col. 
Gillespie’s letter was calied forth by his interest in 
this most important harbor, and a similar motive 
has prompted me to give you the above. The inter- 
ests nvolvediin obtaining the best results at theNew- 
York entrance are so great that any data bearing on 
the question would Sew to dernand careful study.

Why, 
my boy,” ejaculated the Colonel, carried away 
by bis enthusiasm and getting mixed, “ he

Fad of his life but adds to the passion. Benito 
‘Moucion, the ex-Governor of this district, rarely 
{traveled without his trusty chickens, and other 
high officials in the land are equally given over 
‘to the gentle pastime. In every town the 
galilera is built before the church or the 
“town hall,” and Sunday is  pre-eminent- 
jy the duy set set apzart for indulgence 
‘in the sport. During Christmas week of 
‘each year the gallers is open from sunrise 
ito sunset, and the amvunt of fights **made” 
‘during that time is almost incredible. Men 
come in from all neighboring bamlets and 
farms, each one bringing from 1 to 20 cocks, 
and for a week everything except lovemaking 
and the mazy dance is deserted for the feathery 
fighters. Monte Christi is no exception to the 
rule, and last Christmas the town seemed popu- 
lated by chickens. 

Our gallera isn’t the most beautiful one in the 
fworld. itis a good deal like that one at Magna, 
"which the Colonel recenily talked about. It 1s 
Just a roof, a rather high one, held up by numer- 
ous posts about the edges. Luside rows of circus 
‘bench seats rise one above the other, and run 
‘all around—the gallera forms a circle—tbe in- 
terior. Inthe centre of the floor is the cockpit 
iproper. It also is circular in shape, and is per- 
‘haps 12or14 feet in diameter, inclosed by a 
board fence about 3 feet high, which is to pre- 
ryent the cocks from fiying out of the ring. 

Until Sunday came around, and, in fact, for 
‘gome hours after it had passed, the Colonel was 
in a state of exuberant excitement.

The Culonel went to bed 
‘eariy Saturday night, and talxed in his 
ipleep so much about the devil that his wife 
quictly got up and removed the baby and his 
crudle into auother room. Bright and early 
iSunday morning he was in the “hen house,” his 
'wite insisted on cailingit, and drove poor Diablo 
j@linost crazy by his skiliful attentions. He 
fMauaged to cat his breakfast soimshow or 
tother, and then, Sylvester baving taken Diablo 
‘anu several other fowls to the yallera, he and I 
wandered rapidly up to that place. 

The crowd was already there, and a fight had 
already begun. We kuew that, however, before 
We started, for the yells and howls for which 
ithe fighting cocks were responsible could have 
heen heard at the beach. We didn’t enter the 
jgallera at once, but went into the refreshment 
iroom at one side and piedged El Diablo in the 
;Colonel’s nectar. HE} Diablo was at that moment 

Ibeing minutely inspected by an admiring crowd 
joutside the gallera and was crowing right lusti- 
Ny. He reaily was a proud-looking bird, strong 
‘and well wade. After the first fight was over 
lane Colonel entered the lists with two cocks, one 
jot which was El Diablo. He matched the other 
one, but owners of other birds seemed to fight a 
hittle shy of the pet—perhaps because the Colonel 
talked so much about his magnificent eye. His 
lother chicken—stakes $20—was killed by the

Diablo and another. Neither one was taken, 
but the Colonel made up for the loss by takin’

NOTABLE NUPTIALS IN SONORA — MAR- 


RIAGE OF THE ACTING GOVERNOR, 
From the San Francisco Examiner. 

NoGaLes, Arizona, Feb. 27.—One of the 
most notable social events that has taken place 
in the State of Sonora, Mexico, for a number of 
years occurred at Hermosillo on Saturday night 
at 10 o'clock, when Acting Governor Ramon 
Cerral was united in marriage with Miss Amparo 
Escalante, the beautiful daughter of Sefior Don 
Vicente Escalante of Hermosillo, a noted Mexi- 


can statesman. The bride is one of the acknowl- 
edged belles of the Republic of Mexico and is 
widely known for her beauty, grace, and ac- 
complishments, and is related to some of the 
most distinguished people in Mexico. 

The’ groom is Vice-Governor of Sonora, at 
present acting as Governor, and is a very pop- 
ular young man. He was Secretary of State 
under Luis E. Torres and was elected Vice- 
Governor alittle more thana year ago, at the 
time that Lorenzo Torres was elected Governor. 
The latter has been absent nearly all the time 
since his election, and the young Vice-Governor 
has been the acting Executive. It is now stated 
that Lorenzo Torres will resign and that Cerral 
will assume the Gubernatorial chair. 

The marriage ceremony took place at the 
palatial residence of the bride’s parents, and 
was witnessed by more than 1,000 distinguished 
guests, including the most prominent military 
and civil officials of the republic. Ex-Goy. 
Luis E. Torres, who is now Civil Judge of Lower 
California, gave the bride away, and Mrs. Torres 
acted as first bridesmaid. The bride wore a rich 
dress of white silk en traine and trimmed in 
Valenciennes lace, white Circassian veil, and 
diamonds. The bridesmaids wore dresses of 
white silk en traine, cut semi-décolletée, and had 
natural roses and diamonds. The toilets of the 
guests were very superb. 

The religious portion of the ceremony was per- 
formed by the Rev. Father Orlega, curate of 
Hermosillo, after which the civil ceremony was 
performed by Judge Bonito Mendez, Civil Judge 
of the district. The residence and grounds of 
the Lscalante family were a bower of roses and 
evergreens, and hundreds of beautiful lights 
made the place ascene that has never before 
been witnessed in thecapital. There were three 
military bands in attendance and the famous 
Cam padonica Capital Orchestra. 

After the ceremony the couple were presented 
to their hundreds of guests, and the remainder 
of the evening was spent in dancing and divers 
other amusements. Besides the guests present 
at the ceremony the city was crowded with vis- 
itors, and presented a holiday appearance.

FIGURES, WHICH CANNOT LIE, PRESENT 
SOME ASTONISHING RESULTS.

A recent speaker says that the negroes in 
this country have multiplied eight times in a 
century. Asthey have 7,000,000 now, in 1980 
they will amount to 192,000,000. If they main- 
tain the same relative rate of increase they will. 
The whites in 10 years by birth and immigra- 
tion have increased 30 per cent. At this rate 
there will be 800,000,000 whites and over 200,- 
000,000 negroes—in all 1,000,000,000—in the 
United States in 1988. Who believes either 


of these statements? By that method 
one can prove that the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church will soon have more com- 
municants than the world wiil contain people. 
Last year it gained 5 per cent. net. This rate 
will double its membership every 14 years. 
Hence, in 1902 it will have 4,000,000; in 1916, 
8,000,000; in 1930, 16,000,000; in 1944, 32,000,- 
000; in 1958, 64,000,000; in 1972, 128,000,000, 
and so doubling every 14 years, in the year 
2084, less than 200 years from the present 
date, there will be 32,768,000,000 of mem- 
bers of the Methodist Episcopal Church 
in the United States alone! Toil on, then, 
brethren. Do not let the fact that, accord- 
ing to the figures of the speaker quoted above, 
there will be only ‘6,400,000,000 negroes and 
13,200,000,000 whites—in all 19,600,000,000— 
of peopie in the United States at that time dis- 
turb you. Who cares for a little deficit of 3,168,- 
000,000% Great is statistics! Of course, other 
denominations are deluding themselves. They 
think that they are increasing; but as we are 
going to include the whole population, and sev- 
eral thousand millions more, they must cease to 
exist!

THE BAR BILL NOT IN THE HOTEL BILL. 
From the Baltimore Sun. 

The question of what constitutes a ‘* hotel 
bill” has just received a solution from the Su- 
preme Court of Colorado. At the St. Jemes 
Hotel, Denver, kept by Mr. David Gage, a well- 
known Western landlord, one of the guests was 
Mr. J. W. Hamm, and his friend, Mr. T. M. Pat- 
terson, became responsible for Mr. Hamm’s 
“ hotel bill” in a written agreement, in which he 


said: ‘I willbe responsible for the hotel bill 
of J. W. Hamm, and will see it paid in 20 days.” 
Haim left without paying his bill, which was 
for board from Sept. 20 to Oct. 4, $42; extra 
meals, $5; extra lodging, $2, and bar bill, 
$23 25, total, $72 25. A couple of months 
after Hamm left Patterson was ‘‘dunned” for 
the amount of the bill, and offered to pay tbe 
board bill, but refused to pay that at the bar. 
He was sued for the amount, and in the litiga- 
tion that followed the case got into the Colorado 
Supreme Court, where it was to be decided 
whether a ‘“‘hotel bill” includes an unlimited 
bill at the bar for intoxicants. The Supreme 
Court held that an innkeeper is bound to furnish 
board and lodging to his guests--what is neces- 
sary to their health and comfort, All items of 
cost relating to these necessaries of hotel exist- 
euce are included in the words ‘‘hotel bill.’ 
But when it comes to furnishing articles not 
necessary the phrase does not include their cost. 
As the court says, ‘‘a hotel keeper is not bound 
to furnish his guests with liquors, cigars, or bill- 
iards, and therefore the including of such arti- 
cles in @ hotel bill would not be expected or an- 
ticipated by one contracting to pay the hotel 
bill of another.” Here is a pointer for the con- 
sideration of landlords.

JUST FROM THE STEERAGE | 


AMONG THE NEW-OOMERS FROM 
FOREIGN SHORES. 
‘SIGHTS AND SMELLS WHICH FORCIBLY 
STRIKE THE VISITOR WHEN HE 
FIRST STEPS INTO CASTLE GARDEN. 


Castle Garden may have become ao chest- 
nut, but it never can become less interesting on 
account of its age. It is a mammoth xaleido- 
Scope, and every day gives ita turn which pro- 
duces & new combination of form and color. 
The hard-working clerks and other employes 
have perhaps grown so accustomed to their 
work that these kaleidoscopic changes have to 
them lost all interest; but to the occasional vis- 
itors and to tue persons who enter for the first 
time from the city side as well as from the water, 
the Garden is always new and full of astonishing 
sights—and smeils, 

The smells at first make more of an impression 
than the sights, because the visitor, before he 
has compassed the tall partitions which shut off 
his view on entering, gets such a whiff that he is 
almost inclined to turn back. Castle Garden's 
smells are peculiar to itself. Any one who had 
been in it once, were he taken about the city 
blindfolded and brought back would know 
where ho was before the bandages could be re- 
moved from his eyes. Gentlemen who have 
been there alwavs tako the precaution of having 
a cigar to counteract the odors; and ladies, al- 
though on ordinary occasions they may object 


to their escorts smoking, are very glad while in- 
side the walls of the old fort to have them vio- 
late the laws of politeness and putt away—the 
more vigorously the better. 

One is inclined to think when these terrific 
smells first attack his nostrils that he is taking 
his life in his own hands and exposing himself 
to allsorts of contagious diseases. He uncon- 
sciously stops in front of a group of Italians, 
gets a whiff from their miscelianeous assortment 
of baggage, visionsof the cholera regions flit 
across his brain, and he moves quickly away 
only to run squarley into the midst of acrowd of 
limburger eaters, whose breaths remind him of 
he knows not whet, and when he escapes this 
unpleasant assemblage, ho falls in with a party 
of some other nationality who he is positive 
have come from some smallpox-scourged place. 
But those dangers are for the most part 
imaginary, and on the second visit do not 
occupy as prominent a place in the 
visitor’s mind. He recollects that im- 
migrants coming from any plague-infected 
district are fumigated, together with their bag 
and baggage, and decides that the combination 
of smells arises fromthe fumigation. Afterthat 
he loses his fear put keeps his cigar lighted. 
Castle Garden will, as long as it lasts, be a high- 
ly-scented establishment. Baggage kept ina 
stufty hold for two weeks or so acquires a very 
musty smell, and the immigrants for the most 
part receive, if ever, correct views in regard 
to personal cleanliness after they have passed 
through the Garden and not before. Of course 
visitors may avoid the unpleasantness by gazing 
down at the crowds in the rotunda from the 
windowed quarters on the floor above, but then 
they cannot boast of a thorough inspection of 
the Garden. 

The old lady from the country is about the 
most interesting and interested visitor to Castle 
Garden. She has come probably tosee if she 
cannot find a blooming, buxom Swedish or Ger- 
man or Irish girl, fresh from the oppression of 
Europe, whom she can induce to accompany her 
back to the farm to scrub dishes and milk pans 
and pails and floors, at the same time inhaling 
the free airof this glorious country—all for a 
stipend considerably less than one who hada in- 
haled tho free air for alonger time would ac- 
cept. Castle Garden atmosphere scems differont 
to herfrom that which surrounds her country 
home, but she perseveres and sees all there is to 
be seen. Descending with a vast deal of appre- 
hension the iron-railed stairs from the upper 
floor, which to her unaccustomed eyes appear 
very dangerous, as they are seemingly 
only glued to the wall, the first thing that 
catches her attention is the little movable closet 
of the society which distributes Bibles and 
tracts among the immigrants. She is quite lost 
in wonder at the nobleness of the work, and 
speculates on the number of heathen who must 
be converted yearly by its means. Her appro- 
bation of the distribution of Bibles among the 
immigrants is strengthened when she sees a 
sturdy Finn sitting on his box and gazing ear- 
nestly at the pages of one of the little red-cov- 
ered volumes. she does not examine closely 
enough to see that the book is Deld upside down, 
and that the Finn is engaged 1n the vain attempt 
to find in it a picture, failing in which he hands 
itover to Baby Finn, who promptly proceeds to 
the initial eteps necessary to digest the book, 
covers and all. 

She proceeds with her tour and is attracted to 
a group of half a dozen Italian women, standing 
before the inclosure where the immigrants’ 
names and pedigrees are taken, listening to an- 
other Italian woman who is _— out & per- 
fect flood of speech and making the most im- 
ploring gestures, all to convince the obdurate 
clerk that she:can and will support herself here, 
and will not become a public charge. Sho is 
lame, she says, and immediately hobbles a few 
steps to show that she speaks the truth. She has 
a husband, (one hand over her heart and the 
other shading ber eyes,) but he grew tired of her 
{poth hands pressed tightly to her breast) 
and left her for another woman, and 
now (head thrown back and both hands 
thrown quickly forward, palms ont) he may stay 
away, aud she will support herself and have no 
more to do with husbands. Finishing her ap- 
peal, she clasps both hauds over the arm of her 
brother-in-law, who is already # resident of New- 
York, and ready to promise that,-should the 
wowan fail to earn her vwn support, he will not 
allow her to becume an object of public charity. 
The old lady listens as the story is interpreted, 
and declares it is a burning shame that a woman 
who has bad so much trouble should not be al- 
lowed to stay in America, and thatif the Com- 
missioners really decide that sbe cannot land 
they must be brutes. 

One of the women hasa pretty child of two 
years in her arms, dressed in all the gorgeous- 
ness Of Italian peasant apparel, with big brass 
earrings in its ears, anda bright red handker- 
chief tied overits head. * You dear littie thing,” 
says the old lady, ‘‘whatis your name?” Ital- 
lan -baby rapidly}mumbles something in its 
tative tongue, and old lady starts back almost 
affrighted, exclaiming, ‘ Laws o’ massy! Just 
hear that little thing talk Eye-talyan! Who 
would think it possible! Why, she talks Eye- 
talyan as fastas my Eusaunah’s littie Sarah 
Ann talks English. How precocious these Eye- 
talyan children must be.” Of course the old 
lady does not understand Italian and is therefore 
all the more astonished at the wonderful linguis- 
tic accomplishments of the littie dark-skinned 
daughter of Italy. She then pokes her finger 
into the small Italian mouth. ‘* Has baby gut 
any toothums ?’ Yes, baby has, and promptly 
nips the old lady’s finger, whereat the latter zoes 
awuy rather disgusted with Italian babies, 
and, wondering if their teeth are polsouous, 
seeks other sights, which she findsin plenty, and 
starts for home after an hour or two, with her 
buxom immigrant girl trotting after with a big 
bundle in ¢ach band. The old lady is tired, but 
she has seen enough to entertain her neighbors 
and the weekly sewing society fora year at least. 

There is another amusing visitor to the Gar- 
den—a visitor who seldom gets further than the 
outer entrance. He is the man who has no spe- 
cial reason for going inside, ** wants to look 
round, yer know, and see if things look the same 
as they did the last time.” No, the gatekeeper 
knows his business and he will not let any one 
through who cannot show a@ pass or give some 
good reason why he should be allowed to enter. 
Then the man who can’t bearto be denied ad- 
mission, although when he cameto the gate he 
had no strong desire to see the inside of the 
Garden, feels that the one ereat object of his 
life is to get by that gatekeeper. He astraightens 
up andtries to wither the gatekeeper with a 
scornful glance, which fails to wither. Then 
he grows angrier, and exclaims: ‘Now 
see here young man, you don’t know your post- 
tion. Do you know who [am? No, I thought 
not. Well, I know Commissioner ——. When he 
and I were boys and learning our trade we used 
to sleep together. We are the greatest friends 
inthe world, andif you don’t, let me pass at 
once J will have you discbarged.” Then 
he makes a step in advance, supposing the gate- 
keeper to be crushed, andis surprised when he 
is ordered to get outside or be given in charge of 
apoliceman. Ifany oneof the Commissioners 
of Emigration knew all the men whoclaim 
friendship with bim he would have a wonder- 
fully wide acquaintance. The gatekeepers, 
however, are never caught by these appeals, 

The position of gatekeeper at one of the Cas- 
tle Garden entrances is not conducive to polite- 
ness. It is easy enough for an outsider who has 
been gruffly refused admittance to declare that 
every one who goes to the gate should be treated 
politely, but much harder for the keepers to ob- 
serve the rule. When awman sits ata gate from 
morning to night, and auswers the same ques- 
tion thousands of times, he is inclined to make 
the shortest answer possible which will convey 
the. information required. About a thousand 
persons come to the Garden every day to inquire 
for friends who are expected to arrive there. 
They are never admitted until the steerage pas- 
sengers from the steamship they ask for have 
been landed at the Garden. A servant girl, who 
has beenintnis country three or four yeara, 
comes down to meet her sister at least three 
days before there is any possibility of the ex- 
pected steamer’s arrival. Sometimes two or 
three times in one day she asks the tired gate- 
keeper if the steawsbip is in, until at last he 
grows utterly weary and sharply tells her not 
to bother him again until a certain day, when 
there will be some possibility of the steam- 
ship’s having arrived. She goes away insulted 
and railing against the “ brute at the gate.” 

The next day she goes to the steamship com- 
poas's otice and learns that the steamship bas 

een sighted off Fire Island at 5 o’clock in the 
afternoon. Shedoes not wait to learn any more, 
but rushes down to the Garden to meet her 
sister. ‘The passengers will not be landed 
until 10 o’clock to-morrow worning,” suys the 
gatekeeper. The girl does not believe him. She 


has a vague idea that Fire Island is somewhere | 


down back of Staten Island and that an hour 
after the steamship is seen from there she will 
reach her dock an 
transferred. So she says she will walk inside 
and wait, for she is sure the passengers 
will be landed in a_ short time. The 
keeper explains that the vessel cannot

the gate and ordered not to return until 10 
o'clock the next morning. She lingers about, 
weeping, and tells her woes to the first sympa- 
thetic person who asks her what is the matter, 
usually receiving the advice to make a complaint 
to the Commissioners and have the insulting 
gatekeeper discharged. If the complaint is made 
there is seldom any proof to substantiate it. 

The visitor who wants to make tho most ofa 
visit to the Garden should put on an old suit of 
clothes, have a clear conscience, and make sure 
of being admitted by appiying toone of the 
Commissioners. Then he should invest 25 cents 
in poor cigars, as {t would be foily to smoke a 
good one totake the placeof the unpleasant 
smells, After he gets inside he should mingle 
freely with the itamigrants, and if he has a 
sinattering oftwo or three languages try to 
talk with them. To finish, it is a good 
plan to go to the iunch counter and buy 
a bottle of lager and a half yardof bologna 
sausage. If the stomach revolts against the 
bologna, which may have been pawed over oy 
hands none too clean, it is very amusing to give 
it to some small-sized German boy and see how 
fast Bausage can travel out of sight. The beer, 
being bottled, can usually be swallowed. A visit 
like this to Castle Garden is sure to be the ineans 
of good, for besides furnishing material for re- 
flection some poor fellow will got the suit of old 
clothes, which the visitor can somehow never 
make up his mina to wear again. 


HOW CONVICTS COMMUNICATE. 


A MYSTERY OF THE PRISON HOUSE—SOME 


CURIOUS INSTANCES. 
From the Indianapolis Journal: 

Attorney-General Michener relates an 
incident or two showing tho perfection to which 
the convicts have carried their system of con- 
veying information among themselves. On his 
first visit to Joffersonville to look into the 
matter of Jack Howard’s shortcomings as 
Warden of the Southern Prison he was sitting in 
the office of the prison one afternoon, when the 
Deputy Warden or some other subordinate 
asked him if he did not wish to go through the 


shops. It was something he did not expect to 
do, but, accopting the invitation, they passed 
through the inner gates, crossing the first cell 
rooms, out into the courtyard and across that 
directly to the shoo factory. ‘They were nut 
three minutes in going, nor did they stop any- 
where until they reached the factory. The 
Attorney-General had gone but a few feet into 
the room with the prison officers when a convict 
stepped ap. and asking the latter if he could 
speak to the gentleman with him, said, on per- 
missiou being given bim: *‘ You are the Attorney- 
General?” ‘Yes,’ was the only reply of that 
otticer. ‘* Your name is Michener?” ‘* Yes; but 
how do you know that? I have never seen you be- 
foro.” * That is true, nor did I ever see you until 
now, although [am from Shelby County.” He 
then went on to tell who he was, wuere be lived 
in the county, and what he had done to bring 
him into the penitentiary. Buttbe convict gave 
the Attorney-General further cause for wonder 
by telling him that be knew of his reaching the 
city the day before. how many visits he had 
made to the prison, and for what purpose. Leav- 
ing the shoe factory the Attorney-General and 
prison officer went into another room, separated 
from the first by an intervening room, aud with 
neither of which could any personin the third 
havedirect communication. Here Mr. Michener 
was approached by another convict, who told 
him about what the first had had done, except 
he asked him tu see the Governor in his behalf. 
Going to the foundry, which is a considerable 
distance from the shoe factory, the third convict 
came up to the Attorney-General the instant he 
entered the room. The man hada the identity 
of tho visitor and the cause of his coming to 
Jeffersonville as accurate asthe othertwo. He 
also wanted a pardon. On their way to another 
building the prison official said to Mr. Michener: 
“Every convict who cared to know had all in- 
formation about who you are and why you have 
come within a few minutes after you came in- 
side of the prison door. The convicts have no 
privilege of writing or speaking to each other, 
but so perfect is their system of communicating 
with each other thatin forming plans to escape 
they can agree on time, leaders, methods, and 
signals. But thereis always some convict who, 
though not in the plot, learns all about it and 
tells the details to the officers. Investigation 
always brings to light enough incidents to con- 
vince us that their plans are being formed 
constantly. Just after Warden Patton took 
charge their plans of uniting were dis- 
covered dnd thwarted in one day.” Warden 
Patton not long ago had occasion to order 
the punisiment of a convict for the in- 
fraction of the rules. The convict, without the 
knowledge of bis fellows, was taken to a distant 
part of the prison where there was nota sign of 
any one being near enough to Jearn what took 
place. But three minutes afterward every con- 
vict of the many hundred there knew not only 
the punishment, and the kind, but why, and by 
whom and at whose orders it was inflicted. An 
ex-prison ofticial said, recently: ** Not long ago I 
touk a convict to Michigan City. I reached the 
prison about 8 o’clock in the evening, after all 
the convicts had been locked in their cells. No 
one knew of my being there but the officer in 
charge at that time of night. 1 did not stay 
longer than five minutes, but turning over my 

risoner I went tothe hotel and to bed. When 
4 came down to breakfast the next morning 
there was a messenger from the prison stating 
that such and such a convict wanted to see me. 
A half dozen in all wished to have me to come 
out to them. How they kuew I was there no- 
body knows. Prison officials are constantly see- 
ing the effects of communication among the con- 
victs, but cannot detect the system.”
